WASHINGTON, Oct. 16—The Su- 
preme Court foday denied a review 
ed as the slayer of Mrs. Agnes B. 
lisley, wealthy sportewoman, . and

‘burg, Va., in January, 1931, who is 


fighting to prevent extradition from 
Boston to Virginia for trial. 

This is the case in which a réso- 
lution for the impeachment of Fed- 
eral Judge Lowell was introduced 
in the House of Representatives, 
following his order directing the 


release of Crawford and refusing to 


order his extradition to Virginia. 
The resolution was adopted by the 
House and a committee is making 
an investigation. ' 

He took this action on the ground 
that Negroes did not serve on 


grand juries in Virginia, implying: 


that Crawford would not get his 
constitutional rights if delivered to 
that State for trial. 

A murder indictment was ‘re- 
turned against Crawford and he 
was arrested in Boston. In Janu- 
ary, 1933, the Governor of Virginia 
asked for his extradition, and in 
February the Governor of Massa- 
chusetts, after a hearing, ordered 
him delivered to Virginia authori- 
ties. 

Counsel for Crawford promptly 
began habeas corpus proceedings, 
contending, his return to Virginia 
would deprive him of constitutional 
rights. It was brought out that, 
while the laws of Virginia make no 
discrimination against Negroes for 
jury duty, it was the practice of the 
Loudon County Judge designated to 
select grand jurors to refuse to per- 
mit- Negroes toserve on that jury 
Judge Lowell ruled that the indict- 
ment returned by a grand. jury 
from which Negroes had been ex- 
cluded was void, and ordered the 
discharge of Crawford. 

The first Circuit Court of A 
peals reversed. Judge Lowell, hold- 
ing in effect the constitutional ques- 
tions in the writ for habeas corpus 
had been prematurely raised; that 
Crawford would have an opportu- 
nity to assert his constitutional 
rights when brought to.trial in the 
Virginia courts, and should the de- 
eision there be against him hé could 
petition the United States Supreme 
Court for a review. 

Should the high court decline to 
grant him a review, he would have. 
the right, it added, to apply to the 
Federal courts in Virginia by ha- 
beas corpus proceedings, and thus 
fully protect hig rights, 

In reversing Judge Lowell, the 
Appellate Court ordered Crawford 
be delivered to the proper authori- 
ties for extradition to Virginia.

He told of hav- 
ing received, by mail, a special de- 
livery letter containing a $50 
promissory note signed by ‘Bérg. 
The payment of $1000 to Richards 
by Levinson, in Levinson’s office, 
and Richards’ announcement to 
Heuer, in their next telephone talk, 
that “I now represent the Berg 
family,” were recited by Richards, 
He told also of Heuer’r later mes- 
sage to him, naming the time and 
place for Berg’s release, and —_ in- 
structing him, on getting the ran- 
som money next day, to pay $14, 
500 to three men named by Heuer, 
and to take the rest of the money 
to Kansas City and wait at a ho- 
tel for a man who would give his 
name as “Blackie.” 
Summarizes Berg’s Testimony. 
The Supreme Court then. sum- 
marizes the transcript of Berg's 
testimony, as to the facts of his ab- 
duction in his own automobile on 
Lindel! boulevard, and his subse- 
quent five-day captivity in a flat on 
Easton avenue.

about 3 o’clock Monday morning, 
Nov. 9, 1981, they: prepared draft of 
another letter to Levinson, and 
forced him. to copy, sign and ad- 
dress same. This was the special 
delivery letter received by Levinson 
about 1:30 p. m. that day, and is 
as follows: 

Mr. Morris Levinson, 

St. Louis, Mo., 
I want you to hire 
Paul Richards to represent me 
and handle the negoiations for 
my release pay him about a thou- 
sand dollars and I will pay you 
back. try to get him to get 
Bussy at once, Some one will get 
-in touch with him soon. 
(Signed) ALEX BERG. 

“At the same time they compelled 
to copy and sigh a promissory 
note payable to Paul A.. Richards in 
the sum of $50,000 and inclose same 
in an envelope, forcing him to ad- 
dress the envelope to Paul A. Rich- 
ards from one of Richard’s profes- 
sional cards, which they. handed 
him.” 

Comment on Richards’ Defense. 

“Réspondent’ (Richards) volun- 
tarily took the stand at the hearing 
before the Commissioner,” the 8u- 
preme Court says, “and without sub-| 
stantial variation related under 
oath the evidentiary facts quoted 
from his answer. He also admitted 
that he had read of the Berg kid- 
naping before Rogers first called 
him, and had reason to believe Berg 
was being held for ransom, but had 
no personal knowledge of the fact. 
It appears froin the telephone con- 
versation he admits having had 
with Charles Heuer the same after- 
noon that, before he ever talked to 
Levinson he had very definite in- 
formation that Berg was being so 
held, and that the ransom then de- 
manded was $50,000. ' 

“Respondent’s own admissions,” 
the Court continues, “thus show 
that he not only accepted $1000 
from Berg, through Levinson, with 
the information and belief that 
Berg was then under duress and 
acting in conformity with the 
wishes of his captors, but that he 
ook advantage of Berg’s helpless 
condition and the consequent men- 
tal anguish of his family to exact 
a promise to pay him an additional 
sum of $10,000 contingent upon the 
success of efforts he proposed to 
render in effecting Berg’s release. 

“We are not called upon to rule 
on the question whether, in such 
negotiations and in his undertak- 
ing ant, thereto, he was act- 
ing ‘in his professional capacity,’ 


for the purposes 
ing he is bound by the admission. 
“Upon thie state of the record 
certain questions naturally arise. 
How did the kidnapers happen to 
have respondent’s professional 
card, and why did they force Berg 
to name him, who was wholly un- 
known to Berg, as the .person to 
whom Levinson should pay ‘about 
$1000’; and why did the kidnapers 
force Berg to name him as the

“The testimony of John T. Rog- 
ers and Morris Levingon sheds 
siderable light on these | 
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marizes the testimony of Rogers 
and Levinson. gaid that, 
being in Levinson’s office when the 
letter from Berg arrived, he went 
to see Richards, and that Richards 
showed him thé promissory note 
he had received, saying the note 
was no good to him in that form, 
but that he could have Berg re- 
leased by the kidnapers in two 
hours for $50,000; that he had re- 
ceived a telephone message the 
night before; that a client of his 
was the leader of a gang,‘and was 
@ man whom Richards had: gotten 
out of trouble in Indianapolis and 
in St. Louis County. 


Rogers testified, the Court con- 
tinued, that Richards told him he 
was to get $11,000 of the ransom. 
Rogers flatly denied that Richards 
said to him, as represented by Richk- 
ards, “I will accept employment if 
they will pay me a $1000 retainer 
fee and an additional fee of $10,- 
000, etc.” Rogers testified also that 
Richards said he had feared that he 
might ‘get “burned up” if he han- 
died the. ransom money, but would 
find a way to “get away with that;” 
and that Richards dwelt on the 
desperate character of the men 
holding Berg, who might kill Berg, 
or shoot Richards or Rogers, if the 
ransom was not paid. Rogers said 
that when he asked Richards, by 
telephone later, to see that Berg's 
captors should not hurt him, Rich- 
ards replied, “I will go right out 
and do that very thing.” 


Levinson’s testimony, to the same 
effect as that of Rogers, was cited 
by the Court. He told of paying 
Richards the $1000, and of discus- 
sion as to the money, in which 
Richards said, “It wouldn’t do you 
any good to try and trap me; if the 
police question me, I am going to 
tellthem I represent the Berg fam- 
ily." 

Levinson testified also, the Court 
said, that he asked Richards as to 
the man who pointed out Berg to 
the kidnapers, asking specifically, 
“Was he a Jewish man?” and that 
Richards replied that hé was not. 
He testified as to: Richards’ state- 
ments about . his expected $11,000 
fee, and that he’warned Levinson 
“If I don't get that money, you will 
‘be killed.” 


“It is conceded,” the Supreme 
Court says; “that Berg was released 
substantially as planned, that Rich- 
ards was arrested the following 
morning before any further pay- 
ment, and that no part of the $60,- 
000 ransom was éver paid. : 


“It developed in Levinson's testi- 
mony that after his first. contact 
with respondent, he felt he (Rich- 
ards) was véry closely allied with 
the kidnapers, and without re- 
spondent’s knowledge he conferred 
with the city police. He also frank- 
ly admitted that he lied to respond- 
ent when he told him that he was 
going to assist him to progress in 
the practice of law, and when he 
told him that Rogers was in Chi- 
cago. Respondent bitterly com- 
plains of these matters as profes- 
sional misconduct on the part of 
Levinson, affecting his credibility 
as a witness. ~ 

“He also intimated that Rogers’ 
testimony, in so far as it conflicts 
with his own, should be disbelieved, 
because he (Rogers) was out to 
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practice of law in this State. 
Plea of $10,000 “Legal Fee” Fails. 

“According to respondent's own 
admissions, he accepted a retainer 
fee of $1000 from Berg for legal 
services to be rendered in procuring 
his release, with good reason to be- 
lieve that his employment was be- 
ing dictated by the kidnapers and 
was not the voluntary act of. Berg; 
and he used the situation to coerce 
an agreement to pay an additional 
contingent fee of $10,000. 

“However, the clear and convinc- 
ing weight of the evidence is that 
there was no agreemént that he 
would be paid a contingent fee of 
$10,000 by Berg as his attorney, but 
that he accepted this payment of 
$1000 with the assurance that upon 
Berg’s release he would be paid the 
ransom of $50,000 indicated by _ the 
note payable to his order for that 
amount which Berg had signed un- 
der compulsion and which he had 
received by special delivery letter 
from the kidnapers, notwithstand- 
ing he ha” previously agreed with 
ithe kidnapers that he should retain 
$11,000 of the ransom money as 
compensation for his services to 
them. , ; 

“His admissions to this effect, 
testified to by both Levinson and 
Rogers, .are corroborated by his 
own unexplained choice as ‘pay-off 
man by the kidnapers, as well as by 
his intimate knowledge of their 
movements and identity, disclosed 
in his conversations with Rogers 
and Levinson. 

“The apparent naivete of re 
spondent’s claim that in all that 
he did he was actiig solely as 
Berg’s attortiey, without any knowl- 
edge or intent of aiding and abet- 
ting the kidnapers, is belied by the 
legal knowledge and intelligence 
displayed by him throughout these 
negotiations. :, 

“It would serve no good pu 
to enlarge upon the obvious gravity 
of respondent’s offense.” The 
Court’s final statement, already 
quoted, characterizing Richards as 
“unfit to engage further in the 
practice of law,” then. follows. 


Commissioner Upheld. 

Besides the objections on legal 
grounds previously mentioned, Rich- 
ards and his attorney attacked the 
appointment of Timmons as Com- 
missioner to take testimony, on the 
ground that Timmons was a mem- 
ber of the State Bar Association, 
one of the organizations which pre- 
ferred charges against Richards.

In the certiorari proceeding, as well 
as in the disbarment proceeding, 
jurisdiction of the St. Louis Court 
of Appeals was attacked on the 
grounds that the Supreme Court 
was the only court having power 


in this State, that the question of 
the Court’s inherent authority to 
control the conduct of attorneys 


because the acts complained of 


jurisdiction of the St. Louis Court 
of Appeals is limited by constitu- 
tional provisions making its charac- 
ter, duties and functions strictly 
‘appellate, with certain marked and 
defined exceptions among which is 
the power to issue, hear and de- 
teymine writs of habeas corpus, 
mandamus, quo warranto, certiorari 
and other original remedial writs. 

“Constitutional questions connect- 
ed with-these grounds were proper- 
ly lodged and pressed in the Su- 
preme Court. While conceding that 
the case in hand “did not fall with- 
in these granted powers” and that 
the Legislature cold not add to 
the powers named in the Constitu- 
tion, this Court in banc held in the 
face of these objections that the 
St. Louis Court of Appeals pos- 
sessed inherent power to disbar at- 
torneys licensed to practice law in 
this State, all of the Judges con- 
curring in this holding except 
Brown, J., who expressed opposing 
views in a separate opinion.” 

Sizer and Gardner Case. 

Judge Atwood then refers to the 
Sizer and Gardner case, filed as an 
original proceeding in the Supreme 
Court, to disbar attorneys for al- 
leged malpractice not connected 
with any case or proceeding in. 
the Supreme Court. Some of the 
game points urged by the Richards 
defense were raised in support of 
Sizer and Gardner, but “by a vote 
of five to. two this Court in banc 
disregarded the contention and en- 
tertained jurisdiction.” ) 

The Richards defense, counsel, 
Judge Atwood says, cited’the Sizer 
and Gardner and Selleck ‘cases, call-' 
ing attention to the fact that the 
decisions were not without dissent, 
“and invoking the plea said to have 
been made by Edmund Randolph in 
the trial of Aaron Burr, that no 
Judge will oppose reconsideration 
of a subject merely because he has 
given an opinion on it, which 
thought ‘is with fine discrimination 
expressed by Judge Lamm in State 
ex rel. vs. Gordon, 133 8. W. 44, 231 
Mo. 547.” Judge Atwood continues: 

“In 2 R. C. L., sec. 179, pp. 1086, 
1087, it is said: ‘In the absence of 
constitutional or statutory restric- 
tions, a court of superior or general 
jurisdiction has authority to sus- 
pend an attorney from practice as 
such, or to disbar or strike from the 
rolls an attorney of such court up- 
on proper grounds, because attor- 
neys are officers of the court in 
which they are admitted to prac- 
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that nothing is better settled 
the fact of the existence of thi 
power, and that the court may ex- 
ercise it with as much propriety as 


“The weight of authority in the 
main confirms the foregoing texts. 
Among supporting decisions in oth- 
er jurisdictions are:—” 

The opinion then lists a long line 
of decisions, in Missouri and 21 
other states. — 

Judge Atwood’s Findings. 

“The doctrine of inherent power 
of courts to admit and disbar attor- 
neys,” Judge Atwood says, “is some- 
times denied on the theory that, in 
the distribution of state govern- 
mental power, executive and judi- 
cial departments are invested by 
grant, whereas, by limitations 
placed on the legislative department 
the people reserve certain power to 
themselves, so that all government- 


“al power not thus expressly granted 


or reserved is vested in the Legis- 
lature. From this it is argued that 
if the power to create and regulate 
a bar is not granted to the judicial 
department or reserved to the peo- 
ple by limitation on the legislative 
department, it is vested in the leg- 
islature, and that all judicial power 
being granted power, it is derivative 
and cannot be inherent. 

“In Andrew’s American Law (24 
ed.), Vol. 1, p. 423, and in 12 C. J., 
sec. 167, p. 748, N. 8, secs. 236, 237, 
pp. 804, 805, notes 37, 48 and p 873, 
state constitutions are referred to 
as instruments of grant as to exe- 
cutive and judicial powers and of 
limitation as to legislative power. It 
would seem that such generaliza- 
tion must yield to the language of 
the particular constitution under 
consideration, and no such distinc- 
tion appears in Missouri's consti- 
tutional: delegation of legislative 
and judicial powers. 

“The legislative power, subject 
to the limitations in the Constitu- 
tion contained, is vested in a Sen- 
ate and House of Representatives, 
to be styled ‘the General Assembly 
of the State of Missouri.’ The ju- 
dicial power, as to matters of law 
and equity, except as in the Con- 
stitution otherwise provided, is 
vested in a Supreme.Court, the St. 
Louis Court of Appeals, circuit 
courts, criminal courts, probate 
courts and municipal corporation 
courts. (Section 1, article 4, and 
section 1, article 6, Missouri Con- 
stitution:) Each power is thus b 
general grant ‘confided to a sepa- 
rate magistracy,’ as provided in 
article 3, and both are parts of 
the political power ‘vested in and 
derived from the people’ (section 
1, article 2, Missouri Constitution), 
and distributed by the provisions 
of article 3. 

“So in this State, if either de- 
partment can be said to obtain its 
power by grant, the same can be 
said of the other department, and 
the powers of both are obviously 
derived from the people. Neverthe- 
less, both departments, are com- 
monly spoken of as péssessing in- 
herent powers, and /regardless of 
the soundness of these observa- 
tions or the syllogism above stated, 
it is a fundamental principle of 
constitutional law that each depart- 
ment of Government,-whether Fed- 
eral or State, ‘has, without any ex- 
press grant, the inherent right to 
accomplish all objects naturally 
within the orbit of that de 
ment, not expressly limited by the 
fact of the existence of a similar 
power elsewhere or ‘the express 
limitations in the « Constitution.’ 
(Andrew’s American Law (second 
edition), volume 1, section 182, page 
221; legal tender cases, 79 U.S. 
a 556; and cases heretofore 
cited. 


Power to Admit or Disber.

“Since this power as to judicial 
matters naturally belongs to the ju- 
dicial department and is not ¢x- 
pressly lodged elsewhere in the 
Constitution, it remains for to 
determine whether it is excluded or 
restricted by any constitutional 
provision. Counsel for respondent 
say that it is excluded as to the 
Supreme Court by the provisions of 
sections 2 and 8 of Article VI, 
which allot ‘appellate jurisdiction 
only’ to that eourt, together with. 
‘general superintending control over 
all in inferior courts’ -and ‘power to 
issue writs or habeas corpus, manh- 
damus, quo warranto, certiorari and 
other remedial writs.and to hear 
and determine the same,’ and such 
in effect were the minority ‘views 
in the Selleck and Sizer and Gard- 
ner cases. 

“The conténtion apparently grows 
out of the thought that disbarment 
is an adversary proceeding between 
parties which must fall within or 
without the allotted jurisdiction of 
cases. This is an erroneous con- 
ception. Disbarment is not an ad- 
vérsary proceeding in that sénse. 
As said in Thornton on Attorneys 
at ‘Law, volume 2, section 760, page 
1171, n. 14, ‘the inquiry is always in 
the nature of an investigation by 
the court into the conduct of one of 
its officers, and the exercise of dis- 
ciplinary jurisdiction.’ 

“In Fairfield County Bar vs. Tay- 
lor, 60 Conn. 11, 15, it is said that 
such a Proceeding is ‘an investiga- 
tion by the court into the conduct 
of one of its own officers, not the 
trial of an aé¢tion or suit.’ Also, In 
re Bowman, 7 Mo. App. 569, quoted 
with approval] in State. vs. Peck 
(Conn.)

“It may be that in the analysis of 
powers delegated under written 
constitutions it ig not strictly ac- 
curate to speak of this right or 
power as inherent (15 C. J., sec. 30, 
p. 732), but metaphysical distinc- 
tions are not always helpful in the 
administration of justice. In a very 
practical sense, this power, whether 
deemed inherent or implied, natur- 
ally belongs to each de ent of

“It is true that by a bare major- 
ity this court once held, in constru-

Bureau of Internal Revenue to 
Investigate Validity of 
Claims. 


By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 16-—The 
Bureau of Internal Revenue today 
announced plans for a checkup of 
brokerage accounts to determine 
the validity of claims for losses in 
the last few years. 

Forms have been printed on 
which brokers will be required to 
“render correct returns showing 
the names of customers for whom 
has transacted any 

usiness, with such details as to 
profits, losses or other information 
as will enable the commissioner (of 
internal revenue) to determine 
whether all income tax due on 
profits or gains of such customers 
has been paid.” 

The statement continued: 

“The commissioner feels that, due 
to the wide fluctuations of the 
market during the several years in- 
dicated above there were probably 
many transactions which were not 
properly. reported in the income 


the fact that certain individuals 
have taken advantage of the oppor- 
tunity through sales’ that have a 
fictitious character as between 
husband and wife or between a 
taxpayer and an individual in close 
relationship to him, to distort tax- 
able income through claims of 
losses that have no basis in fact, 
it is particularly appropriate this 
year to invoke the authority con- 
ferred upon him by the acts men- 
tioned above (the revenue laws of 
1928 and 19382). 

“The undertaking is one of con- 
siderable magnitude and one which 
will necessitate much~ additional 
work on the part of the bureau 
forces. The bureau, however, feels 
that in no other manner can it 
conform to the requirements of the 
tax law which directs the commis- 
sioner to conduct examinations into 
the records of the taxpayers to de- 
termine whether or not tax sched- 
ules as filed are correct.”

Dr. Lampe Says Service Must 
Supplant Profit and Power 
as Basic Motive. 


The Rev. Dr. Williiam B. Lampe, 
pastor of West Presbyterian 
Church, preached last night on the 
topic, “Jesus Speaks’ to Industry.” 
The sermon was the third in a se- 
ries on “Jesus and the Present 
Crisis.” 

“Jesus faced in an acute form 


the very things that we face in an 
acute form,” the minister said. “He 
saw that the difficulty was more 
than a local one. It was more than 
ridding his people of the oppression 
of Rome and of an oppressive re- 
ligious leadership. At ‘bottom, the 
question was, how to rid the heart 
of of the desire and willing- 
ness to exploit his brother. 

“Unless that deeper problem 
could be solved, the overthrow of 
Rome would simply destroy one 
form of its operation, and it would 
break forth in a different place. So 
Jesus set himself to attack the 
main problem, the inner motive, the 
fundamental philosophy of life. He 
announced a new order of society 
which he called ‘the Kingdom of 
God,’ and he summoned men to be- 
come a part of it. He announced 
that society must be built on a 
permanent foundation of love to all 
men. 

Attacked Financial Motive. 

“Jesus attacked the motive of 
financial] dominance. It was- not 
the possession of wealth that Jesus 
|} attacked, but the motive—the Iust 
for its possession. If Jesus could 
speak directly to this age, he most 
surely would speak with great 
plainness with reference to letting 
the lust for money come to a con- 
trolling place in life. He would say 
that any industry controlled by 
such a motive is a menace to. the 
Kingdom of God. 

“The other point of Jesus’ attack 
was the motive of social domina- 
tion. The class warfare of our day 
is not so much a struggle to over- 
throw a tyranny as it is to change 
the group that is in control 
“T am sure that if Jesus were to 
speak to industry today, he would 
say that in so far as it had to sup- 
port itself by suppression of any 
group, or by keeping oppressive do- 
minion over any group, it was or- 
ganized on the wrong basis, and 
was holding back the Kingdom of 
God. 


“The thing that he saw to be 
essential was a revolution in the 
desires of men. Until men can lose 
their little selves in an overmaster- 
ing passion for the wellbeing of all, 
they will not be able to find life at 
all. 


When Answer Will Be Found. 
“But I hear Mr. Practieal Man 
say, At simply cannot be done; peo- 
ple will not work unless there is 
the possibility of wealth and pow- 
er; there is no way of organizing 
life on any other basis. 

“The simple answer is that the

SALINE COUNTY TO REDUCE 
WHEAT CROP 50,000 BUSHELS 


2157 Acres Will Be Taken Out of 
Production; 312 Producers 


Mo, Oct. b.— 
There will be at least 50,000 fewer 
bushels of Wheat produced in Saline 
County next season under the re- 
duction contract of the benefit al- 
lotment plan of the Agriculture Ad- 
ininistration Act, according to lat- 
est figures compiled by Henry W. 
Hamiiton, county extension agent. 
There will be 2757 acres taken out 
of wheat production. 

Thus far a total of 312 producers 
with 18,385 acres have signed the 
contract. The average yield .of 
these producers for the harvest 


been 18.2 bushels to the acre. The 
five-year average for the whole 
county during the years 1928-32 has 
been 749,641 bushels. 

It is upon that figure that the 
Government has allotted a total 
benefit to the county of $121,100, 
contingent upon 100 per cent of the 
wheat acres being under contract. 
“We already have more than 40 
per cent of the wh@®as tacreage of 
the county under the benefit al 
lotment plan,” Hamilton said. “I 
would not be surprised for the final 
figure to be around 60 percent.” 
All the larger wheat growers have 
applications in. 

Saline County is the third t 
producing county in Missouri, 
Charlies and Lafayette counties. ex- 
ceeding it in this grain.

Story of Wedding of ‘‘Nick” 
and ‘Alice’ Published in 
Utah in 1906. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 16—Aa 
Ogden (Utah) newspaper of. Feb. 
17, 1906, chronicling the wedding of 
Alice Roosevelt and Nicholas Long- 
worth, printed in its entirety on 
the finest linen and bound at the 
edges in silk, is temporarily in the 
Rare Book Room of the Library of 
Congress. 

The library doesn’t own the news- 
paper. It was brought to V. Volta 
Parma, Rare Book Room director, 
by a woman. who, having received 


it from C. M. Jackson, the editor, 
wanted to know just how rare it 


was. 
Parma said today that as far as 
he has been able to find out, this 
particular print is unique. Never 
to his knowledge was another com- 
plete newspaper printed on cloth. 
And only one such copy was made. 
In other ways also, the account 
is rare. A personal friend of both 
the late Theodore Roosevelt and 
the late Nicholas Longworth, the 
editor, Jackson, took the liberty to 
chronicling the nuptials in a breezy 
Western way that was in marked 
contrast to the more conventional 
accounts in the EHastern papers. 


In Breezy Western Style. 


Up in the “left ear” box, instead 
of the weather report, was the 
word:“Nick,” an din the opposite 
box was the word “Alice.” 

Over the twin two-column front 
page cuts was the four-column head, 
“Alice and Nick Are Now .One,” 
and below was the cut line, “Two 
souls with but a single thought, two 
hearts that beat as one.” 

The well-written story did not 
stop with the dazzling immediate 
faéts, but also furnished ‘“back- 
ground,” such as; 

“It is asserted that Miss Roose- 
velt said ‘no’ to his wooing at least 
a dozen times. She told him at a 
theater one night; in the presence 
of a box party, that she hated bald- 
headed men. He grinned good-na- 
turedly and remarked that his fu- 
ture wife would be unable: to pull 
his locks. s ; 

“It is said that he finally gained 
her consent to his suit while they 
were visiting the Imperial Palace 
at Pekin. As they entered the por- 
tal of the Emperor’s home he asked 
her for the thirteenth time, ‘Will 


you be my wife?’ and she replied, 


Tll give you an answer before we 
leave this -building.’” 

“Began to Get a Bit Tiresome.” 

But it was in the editorial col- 
umn that Jackson gave his breez- 
iest summary of the occasion that 
he was determined to make a his- 
tory that would last.

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HE time has come when the intelligence of the 

country must speak its mind on the question of 

currency inflation, and speak it forcibly. It can 
no longer, it seems to this newspaper, stand by and per- 
mit the impression to gain ground in Washington that 
the Pittmans, the Thomases, the Bankheads and others 
of their kind are representative of the responsible and 
thinking mass of opinion in the nation. 

There can be no question that those who understand 
monetary matters and who are familiar with the history 
of previous experiments in currency inflation are irre- 
concilably opposed to subjecting the country to the 
grave dangers inherent in these fatuous proposals. Un- 
like the inflationists, however, this great body of thought- 
ful citizens lacks, at the present time, the leadership and 
the organization that are essential if it hopes successfully 
to combat the uninformed but highly articulate propa- 
ganda of those who would resort to the printing press. 

Any counter-movement launched against’the infla- 
tionists should be non-partisan politically and should 
have leadership in which people could place confidence. 
Its objectives should -be two: first, to educate the public 
in the dangers and fallacies that underlie derfiands for 
paper money inflation; second, to organize inforimed 
opinions so that the latter would make itself effectively 
felt in Washington. 3 

Those who do not already realize it should be made 
to understand that there is no more vicious illusion in 
the world than the illusion that a shortage of money 
can be remedied by placing an official stamp on paper 
and declaring that such paper shall have a stated value. 
During every paper-money inflation of the past, whether 
one takes the case of the French assignats, the German 
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marks or our own greenbacks, the result has always 
been the same: the faster the paper was printed, the 
greater and the more poignant the cry of a “shortage of 
currency.” The reason for this is, of course, that such 
paper depreciates in value much faster than the printing 
press can. produce new supplies. This is the essential 
fallacy of paper-money schemes. It is this fallacy which 
makes paper-money inflation, as an eminent German 
authority, Dr. Peter Reinhold, has put it, “the most 
terrible thing that can happen to any civilized state.” 

_ But it is the record of inflation of the currency that 
its evils do not end with an accentuation of the problem 
that it is expected to remedy. In the process it works 
an inequitable and a cruel redistribution of a country’s 
wealth. As one historian has trenchantly written, “It 
leads to the absorption of the naeans of the workingman 
and the man of small fortune; it impoverishes men living 
on fixed incomes, salaries or wages, and creates on the 
tuins of this large group a small class of debauched 
speculators, the most injurious class that a mation can 
harbor—more injurious than professional criminals, 
whom the law can reach and throttle; it stimulates pro- 
duction at first, and‘leaves every industry prostrate after- 
ward: it breaks down the idea of thrift and develops 
social and political immorality.” 

We want no experiments of that sort in the United 
States. But there is grave danger that we may h#¥ve them 
forced upon us if those who are aware of their hidden 
dangers do not. make their opinions felt. Friends of 
sound money cannot afford to permit an_issue fraught 
with such grave economic and social consequences to 


go by default.

May Be More Later. 
“In cases where the condition of 
the closed bank will justify it, prop- 
er consideration will be given to a 
larger distribution than 50 per cent. 
More than one distribution will be 
made if assets improve in value.” 
Chairman Jones of the Recon- 
struction Corporation, told newspa- 
permen the President's statement 
should “disabuse” the public mind 
on the amount of money that could 
be freed from closed banks. 

“Reports have mentioned the fig- 
ure at four billion dollars or five 
billion dollars,” he said. 

Special advisory and appraisal 
committees will be organized to 
speed the appraisal of closed bank 
assets where they have not already 
been made by Government agen- 
cies.

troduction into their plants of scores of craft bodies 
which threaten to waste both time and money in quar- 
reling among themselves. 

Large employers of labor cannot well conclude 
agreements with unions which represent only a frac- | 
tion of their labor force, without any relation to the 
terms on which the remaining majority of the force 
is to be employed. No more can the Government ef- 
fectively plan for the future development of industry 
as a whole if its calculations are to be upset by the 
perpetual struggle of contcnding labor groups for in- 
dividual advantage. 

The difficulty is that the officers of the existing 
craft unions have a vested interest in the preservation 
of the resent form cf organization. Upon it depend 
their positions ang their incomes. The present mem- 
bers of these bodies likewise have a property interest 
in attempting to maintain the relative advantage of 
their particular crafts over the rest of American 
working men. The truth is that these people have 
no interest in the well-being of labor as a whole. They 
are looking out only for themselves. And they are 
‘perfectly willing to let the ‘devil take the hindmost. 

This is an attitude which constitutes the gravest 
threat to the future of organized labor in the United 
States. Labor cannot safely rely on the Government 
to support its organization in the future in the way 
in which it is supporting it today. If it does not 
seize upon its present opportunity to unionize the 
mass production industries, it may lose it forever. 
The Federation is proving itsel€.to be a feeble instru- 
ment for the accomplishment this task. The mil- 
lions of men and women who are working in Amer- 
ica's major industries may have to build their repre- 
sentative organizations outside the Federation’s ham- 
pering walls if they are to realize the large promises 
which the recovery program now. holds out to them. 
The A. F. of L. can co-operate with the admin- 
istration in building a new society. Or it can drop 
back to a position of relative insignificance in the 
American labor movement. If it adheres to the pol- 
icies which it has embraced at Washington, we can- 
not doubt that this will be its fate. . 
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We haven’t arrived at the end of the recovery 
road, President Roosevelt said in his address to the 
National Conference of Catholic Charities, “The 
longer, harder part lies still ahead.” Somewhat dif-

After years of agitation for freedom, Philippine Legislature is about to defeat Hare- 
Hawes-Cutting law, which grants it; liberty still is desired on idealistic grounds, 
but new act is assailed as “economically indefensible”: end of free trade with 
U. S. means ruin of insular business and great decline in Government revenues.

The pldin fact, of course, is that inde- 
pehdence, as an ideal, is always desirable, 
but that any bill which ses forth the con- 
crete machinery by which it is to be 
achieved will bring home, at once, the 
disadvantages, dangers and positive dis- 
aster which await such a course of action. 
The present Hare-Hawes-Cutting law is 
being defended upon emotional grounds. 
It “at least” grants independence. No 
attempt is made to defend it upon economic 
grounds, for it is economically indefensible. 

The Philippine Islands derive 65 per cent 
of the insular revenue from trade with 
the United States in four export prod- 
ucts—sugar, coconuts, hemp and tobacco. 
On the other hand, all the humanizing ser- 
vices of Government, schools, sanitation, 
public works, pensions, research and com- 
munications, are dependent upon appropria- 
tions fromt-the insular Government. 

Under such economic conditions,: any 
independence measure, with its consequent 
modification of the economic structure of 
the islands, means a curtailment of these 
services and an immediate reflection in the 
intimate life of the whole people.

NE excellent trait of the administra- 

tion is its readiness to move rapidly in 
the general direction it favors, the moment 
any delay or obstruction arises. There is 
every sign, for instance, that since the out- 
cry about the tardiness of public works, 
Secretary Ickes and his organization have 
been putting on the last possible ounce of 
steam, including double shifts in the office 
(shortage of staff has apparently been a 
severe handicap). Likewise, he has been 
putting pressure on cities and states which 
are prospective borrowers, but are reluc- 
tant to spend more, or find difficulty in get- 
ting started. 

The administration also shows signs of 
being keenly aware of the necessity of step- 
ping. up capital expenditures in general, 
and is trying to bring about large pur- 
chases of rails and other railroad equip- 
ment by forcing reduction of prices on the 
one hand and financing the railroads to 
buy on the other. 

No sooner did the outcry of farmers’ rep- 
resentatives for inflation become threaten- 
ing than the President matehed it with the 
warnings about dwindling relief funds, and 
authorized the use of $75,000,000 or more 
to buy food and clothing for the destitute. 
This, of course, is not enough, but admin- 
istration circles are reported to be quite

Receiving the International Peace 
Association, a majority of whose 
delegates are Americans, Hender- 
son said: “My message is that the 
struggle for disarmament must go 
on and that the covenant of the 
League of Nations shall not be 
treated as a scrap of paper. We 
will not break faith with the dead 
who fell that there should be no 
more war. 

“Nail your flag to the mast of 
the League. “Make the will to 
peace stronger than the will to war. 
Every delay or defeat must call 
forth fresh reserves of stubborn 
and relentless energy. The flower 
of one generation was slain in the 
great war and it is our duty to 
give the world peace in our time.” 


Germany’s Withdrawal. 

Apparently alluding to Germany, 
he continued: “We must not hesi- 
tate to incur risks and make what- 
ever sacrifice may be necessary to 
insure the final triumph of the 
reign of law over international an- 
archy that breeds war.” 

Henderson said the withdrawal 
of Germany from the League neces- 
sitated asking what all were trying 
to do at Geneva and his 
was that all were endeavoring to 
organize a peace.

The Government which 
rejects that system is inevitably en- 
couraging its citizens to regard war 
as legitimate and inevitable.” 

Mrs. Laura Puffer Morgan of 
Washington, representing the 
American Council on Disarmament, 
read to the assemblage cables se- 
lected from 50 received in the 
course of the night from numerous 
mass meetings in the United States 
urging the continuation of disarma- 
ment efforts. 

MacDonald Asks for Results. 

A message from Prime Minister 
Ramsay MacDonald of Great Brit- 
ain was read to the assemblage 
urging the “vital necessity” for 
the conference to arrive at a suc- 
cessful and speedy conclusion. 

Of all the great Powers repre- 
sented at the disarmament meetings 
only Italy was ready to propose ad- 
journment. 

The others—Great Britain, France 
and the United States—called for 
a still more determined effort after 
today’s session to reconcile differ- 
ences and draft a permanent pro- 
gram for peace. 

®Whatever may be accomplished 
in the recess, the delegates planned 
to advise Germany first that her 
contentions of insincerity were un- 
founded. 


France Supports American Opposi- 
tion to Ending Arms Session.

In her home police found a 
smeared hatchet, hammer and car- 
penter’s saw, all of which bore signs 
of having been used by the slayer.

S. S. Trenton discovered the bag 
containing the body near San 
Diego’s main piers. A few hours 
later four sailors from the U. S. 8. 
Langley saw a sack bobbing on the 
bay near where the body was found. 
It contained the legs, some of the 
woman’s clothing, newspapers and 
towels. Identification was estab- 
lished through a string of beads the 
woman wore. 

Mrs. Straw had four husbands. 
The first was a man named Alvis. 
Next she married Herman Helms in 
Tacoma, Wash., in 1911, and in 1916 
she became the bride of Alonzo 
Straw. Straw died in 1923, leaving 
her considerable property. Several 
years ago she married Frank Jew- 
ett. She and Jewett were divorced.

SETTLES IMPORTANT LAW 
-POINTS-ON DISBARMENTS 


¢Judge Atwood Spent Large Part of Summer 
Preparing Decision, Citing More Than 


100 Cases 


in 29 States.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 16. — 
Judge Frank E. Atwood’s opinion, 
accepted by the six other members 
of the Missouri Supreme Court, in 
the Paul A. Richards disbarment 
case, is of unusual interest and im- 


portance to the legal profession, in 
its determination of hitherto doubt- 
ful and disputéd law points. 

‘Preparation of the opinion rep- 
resented a large part of a summer's 
work on the part of Judge At- 
wood, who, since the case was ar- 
gued May 24, had covered a wide 
range of legal decisions. Besides 
more than 100 decisions, by the 
courts of 29 states and in Federal 
jurisdictions, Judge Atwood  pre- 
sented the opinions of various rec- 
ognized textbook authorities. 

Chief of the legal points raised 
by the Richards defense was the 
contention that the Supreme Court 
lacked original jurisdiction in dis- 
barment proceedings—that it must 
wait for the lower courts to send 
such cases to it. The Richards pro- 
‘ceeding, instituted by the _ griev- 
ance committees of the St. Louis 
and Missouri Bar Associations, was 
brought first in the Supreme Court, 
with a view to expedition, since it 
was believed that Richards would 
appeal if disbarred by a lower 
court. : 

In support of its contention, the 
defense cited sections II and ITI, 
article 4, of the Constitution of 
Missouri; 15 C. J.; p. 732, section 
30; 2 R. C. L., p. 1086, section 179; 
in re Sizer and Gardner, 300 Mo. 
369, 254 S. W. 82; and State ex. rel. 
Hopkins vs. Daues et al. 6 S. W. 
(2d) 893, 319 Mo. 733. 


Cites Selleck’s Case. 

Judge Atwood, after stating the 
defense’s contention, refers to the 
Selleck disbarment case, in which 
the St. Louis Bar Association, 
through its Grievance Committee, 
filed charges in the St. Louis Court 
of Appeals for disbarment of Ellroy 
V. Selleck. 

“The Court of Appeals,” Judge 
Atwood says, “appointed two mem- 
bers of that bar to hear the charges 
and report thereon. Their report 
presented a finding of guilty on 
two of the charges in the petition 
for disbarment. The Commission- 
ers’ report was approved by the 
Court, and Selleck was disbarred. 
In the certiorari proceeding, as well 
as in the disbarment proceeding, 
jurisdiction of the St. Louis Court 
of Appeals was attacked on the 
grounds that the Supreme Court 
was the only court having power 
to license attorneys to practice law 
‘in this State, that the question of 
the Court’s inherent authority to 
control the conduct of attorneys 
practicing at its bar did not arise 
because the acts complained of 
were not committed in reference to 
or in connection with any matter 
pending in that court, and that the 
jurisdiction of the St. Louis Court 
of Appeals is limited by constitu- 
tional provisions making its charac- 
ter, duties and functions strictly 
appellate, with certain marked and 
defined exceptions among which is 
the power to issue, hear and de- 
termine writs of habeas corpus, 
mandamus, quo warranto, certiorari 
and other original remedial writs. 

“Constitutional questions connect- 
ed with these grounds were proper- 
ly lodged and pressed in the Su- 
preme Court. While conceding that 
the case in hand “did not fall with- 
in these granted powers” and that 
the Legislature could not add _ to 
the powers named in the Constitu- 
tion, this Court in banc held in the 
face of these objections that the 
St. Louis Court of Appeals  pos- 
sessed inherent power to disbar at- 
torneys licensed to practice law in 
this State, all of the Judges con- 
curring in this holding except 
Brown, J., who expressed opposing 
views in a separate opinion.” 

Sizer and Gardner Case. 

Judge Atwood then refers to the 
Sizer and Gardner case, filed as an 
original proceeding in the Supreme 
Court, to disbar attorneys for al- 
leged malpractice not connected 
with any case or proceeding in 
the Supreme Court. Some of the 
same points urged by the Richards 
defense were raised in support of 
Sizer and Gardner, but “by a vote 
of five to two this Court in banc 
disregarded the contention and en- 
tertained jurisdiction.” 

The Richards defense counsel, 
Judge Atwood says, cited the Sizer 
and Gardner and Selleck ‘cases, call- 
ing attention to the fact that the 
decisions were not without dissent, 
“and invoking the plea said to have 
been made by Edmund Randolph in 
the trial of Aaron Burr, that no 
Judge will oppose reconsideration 
of a subject merely because he has 
given an opinion on it, which 
thought is with fine discrimination 
expressed by Judge Lamm in State 
ex rel. vs. Gordon, 133 8. W. 44, 231 
Mo. 547.” Judge Atwood continues: 

“In 2 R. C. L., sec. 179, pp. 1086, 
1087, it is said: ‘In the absence of 
constitutional or statutory restric- 
tions, a court of superior or general 
jurisdiction has authority to sus- 
pend an attorney from practice as 
such, or to disbar or strike from the 
rolls an attorney of such court up- 
on proper grounds, because attor- 
nmeys are officers of the court in 
which they are admitted to prac- 
tice.’ 

“Also, in 6 C J., sec. 37, p. 580, the 
doctrine of such inherent power is 
thus stated: ‘It is well settled that 
a court authorized to admit an at- 
torney has in 
suspend or disbar him 
cause, and that 
Woes not necessarily depend on any 


statutory enactment.’ 

“In Weeks on Attorneys at Law, 
sec, 80, pp. 140, 141, it is said: ‘The 
power to strike from the rolls is in- 
herent jn the court itself. No 
statute ot rule is necessary to au- 
thorize the punishment in proper 
cases, Statutes and rules may regu- 
late the power, but they do not cre- 
ate it. It is necessary for the pro- 
tection of the court, the proper ad- 
ministration of justice, the dignity 
and purity of the profession, and 
for the public good and the protec- 
tion of clients.’ : 

“The same doctrine is thus terse- 
ly stated in Thornton on Attorneys 
at Law, Vol. 2, sec. 758, p. 1167-9: 
‘From the very earliest times the 
right to punish attorneys by sus- 
pension or disbarment, as well as 
for contempt, has been exercised by 
the courts as an inherent power; in- 
deed, it has been truthfully said 
that nothing is better settled than 
the fact of the existence of this 
power, and that the court may ex- 
ercise it with as much propriety as 
if it were embedded in the consti- 
tution or declared by statute, in the 
absence of restrictive legislation.’ 

“The weight of authority in the 
main confirms the foregoing texts. 
Among supporting decisions in oth- 
er jurisdictions are:—” 

The opinion then lists a long line 
of decisions, in Missouri and 21 
other states. 


Judge Atwood’s Findings. 


“The doctrine of inherent power 
of courts to admit and disbar attor- 
neys,” Judge Atwood says, “is some- 
times denied on the theory that, in 
t distribution of state govern- 
mental power, executive and judi- 
cial departments are invested by 
grant, whereas, by limitations 
placed on the legislative department 
the people reserve certain power to 
themselves, so that all government- 
al power not thus expressly granted 
or reserved is vested in the Legis- 
lature. From this it is argued that 
if the power to create and regulate 
a bar is not granted to the judicial 
department or reserved to the peo- 
ple by limitation on the legislative 
department, it is vested in the leg- 
islature, and that all judicial power 
being granted power, it is derivative 
and cannot be inherent. 

“In Andrew’s American Law (2d 
ed.), Vol. 1, p. 423, and in 12 C. J., 
sec. 167, p. 748, N. 8, secs. 236, 237, 
pp. 804, 805, notes 37, 48 and p 873, 
state constitutions are referred to 
as instruments of grant as to exe- 
cutive and judicial powers and of 
limitation as to legislative power. It 
would seem that such generaliza- 
tion must yield to the language of 
the particular constitution under 
consideration, and no such distinc- 
tion appears in Missouri’s consti- 
tutional delegation of legislative 
and judicial powers. 

“The legislative power, subject 
to the limitations in the Constitu- 
tion contained, is vested in a Sén- 
ate and House of Representatives, 
to be styled ‘the General Assembly 
of the State of Missouri.’ The ju- 
dicial power, as to matters of law 
and equity, except as in the Con- 
stitution otherwise provided, is 
vested in a Supreme Court, the St. 
Louis Court of Appeals, circuit 
courts, criminal courts, probate 
courts and municipal corporation 
courts. (Section 1, article 4, and 
section 1, article 6, Missouri Con- 
stitution.) Each power is thus by 
general grant ‘confided to a sepa- 
rate magistracy,’ as provided in 
article 3, and both are parts of 
the political power ‘vested in and 
derived from the people’ (section 
1, article 2, Missouri Constitution), 
and distributed by the provisions 
of article 3. 

“So in this State, if either de- 
partment can be said to obtain its 
power by grant, the same can be 
said of the other department, and 
the powers of both are obviously 
derived from the people. Neverthe- 
less, both departments are com- 
monly spoken of as possessing in- 
herent powers, and regardless of 
the soundness of these observa- 
tions or the syllogism above stated, 
it is a fundamental principle of 
constitutional law that each depart- 
ment of Government,- whether Fed- 
eral or State, ‘has, without any ex- 
press grant, the inherent right to 
accomplish all objects naturally 
within the orbit of that depart- 
ment, not expressly limited by the 
fact of the existence of a similar 
power elsewhere or the express 
| limitations in the Constitution.’ 

(Andrew’s American Law (second 
edition), volume 1, section 182, page 
221; legal tender cases, 79 U.S. 
457, 532, 556; and cases heretofore 
cited.) 


Power to Admit or Disbar. 


“It is not always easy to deter- 
mine what objects are naturally 
within the range or orbit of a par- 
ticular department of Government, 
but it will scarcely be denied that 
a primary object essentially with- 
in, the orbit of the judicial depart- 
ment is that courts properly func- 
tion in the administration of jus- 
tice, for which purpose they were 
created, and in the light of judicial 
history they cannot long continue 
to do this without power to admit 
and disbar attorneys who from 
time immemorial have in a pecul- 
jar sense been regarded as their 
officers. 

“Since the object is not. naturally 
within the orbit of ine legislative 
department, the power to accom- 
plish it is in its exercise judicial 
and not legislative, although in the 
harmonious co-ordination of powers 
necessary to effectuate the aim and

to frustrate or destroy it. 

(Another list of authorities and 
decisions follows.) 

“Since this power as to judicial 
matters naturally belongs to the ju- 
dicial department and is not ex- 
pressly lodged elsewhere in the 
Constitution, it remains for us to 
determine whether it is excluded or 
restricted by any constitutional 
provision. Counsel for respondent 
say that it is excluded as to the 
Supreme Court by the provisions of 
sections 2 and 3 of Article VI, 
which allot ‘appellate jurisdiction 
only’ to that court, together with 
‘general superintending control over 
all in inferior courts’.and ‘power to 
issue writs or habeas corpus, man- 
damus, quo warranto, certiorari and 
other remedial writs and to hear 
and determine the same,’ and such 
in effect were the minority ‘views 
in the Selleck and Sizer and Gard- 
ner cases. 

“The contention apparently grows 
out of the thought that disbarment 
is an adversary proceeding between 
parties which must fall within or 
without the allotted jurisdiction of 
cases. This is an erroneous con- 
ception. Disbarment is not an ad- 
versary proceeding in that sense. 
As said in Thornton on Attorneys 
at Law, volume 2, section 760, page 
1171, n. 14, ‘the inquiry is always in 
the nature of an investigation by 
the court into the conduct of one of 
its officers, and the exercise of dis- 
ciplinary jurisdiction.’ 

“In Fairfield County Bar vs. Tay- 
lor, 60 Conn. 11, 15, it is said that 
such a Proceeding is ‘an investiga- 
tion by the court into the conduct 
of one of its own officers, not the 
trial of an action or suit.’ Also, In 
re Bowman, 7 Mo. App. 569, quoted 
with approval in State vs. Peck 
(Conn.) Ann. Cas. 1917 B. 227: ‘The 
proceeding to disbar an attorney is 
neither a civil nor a criminal pro- 
ceeding, but is a proceeding sui 
generis, the object of which is, not 
the punishment of the offender, but 
the protection of the court.’ Also 
see (here follows another list of de- 
cisions). We find nothing in the 
foregoing sections or elsewhere in 
the fundamental! law tending to ex- 
clude, limit or withhold such power 
from the courts. 

“It may be that in the analysis of 
powers delegated uhder written 
constitutions it ig not strictly ac- 
curate to speak of this right or 
power as inherent (15 C. J., sec. 30, 
p. 732), but metaphysical distinc- 
tions are not always helpful in the 
administration of justice. In a very 
practical sense, this power, whether 
deemed inherent or implied, natur- 
ally belongs to each department of 
government and to each ‘separate 
magistracy’ to which the power ex- 
pressly delegated is confided. The 
term inherent is aptly descriptive 
of the identical power that was ex- 
ercised by like agencies long before 
written constitutions were adopted, 
and inasmuch as the power still 
persists in full vigor in each of the 
three great branches of government 
its historical designation will hard- 
ly be abandoned, though for the 
purposes of this discussion the 
choice of adjectives is unimportant. 
The vital fact is that such power, 
independent of express grant, either 
constitutional or statutory, exists 
in the judicial branch of govern- 
ment, and, therefore, in courts 
which constitute the ‘separate mag- 
istracy’ to which the judicial power 
is expressly confided. 

Jurisdiction in Richards Case. 

Having thus disposed of the ques- 
tion of jurisdiction, Judge Atwood 
took up Richards’ contention that 
the Court had no right to disbar 
him because he had been acquitted 
by a jury of the charge of kidnap- 
ing for ransom, that case having 
been based on the same allegations 
of fact as the disbarment proceed- 
ing. Richards also contended that 
the Bar Association’s complaint 
charged him with a criminal of- 
fense involving moral turpitude, 
and that such charges were prop- 
erly matter for indictment and 
trial, and not for disbarment pro- 
ceedings. Of this, Judge Atwood 
says: 

“The statutory reasons for sus- 
pension or disbarment of attorneys 
in this State are set forth in section 
11707 R. 8. 1929, which is as fol- 
lows: 

“‘Any attorney or counselor at 
law may be’ removed or suspend- 
ed from practice in the courts of 
this State for any of the follow- 
ing reasons: First, if he be con- 
victed of any criminal offense in- 
volving moral turpitude; second, 
if he unlawfully retain his client’s 
money or if he is guilty of any 
malpractice, fraud, deceit or mis- 
demeanor whatsoever in his pro- 
fessional capacity; third, if. he 
shall have been removed, sus- 
pended or disbarred from the 


practice of law in any other state 


complishment of the object but nof 


or jurisdiction and shall fail to 
disclose such fact in his applica- 
tion for license to practice law 
in this State.’ 

“In performing the acts alleged 
in the complaint, respondent (Rich- 
ards) is therein alleged to be guil- 
ty of ‘a misdemeanor and malprac- 
tice in his professional capacity. 
The performance of the acts is al- 
leged to have ‘amounted to profes- 
sional misconduct on the part of 
Paul Richards and was in violation 
of the statutes of this State, and 
was such conduct upon his part as 
to disqualify him from further act- 
ing as an attorney at law.’ It thus 
appears that respondent is charged 
under the second clagsification of 
the reasons stated in the above 
statute for which an attorney may 
be removed or ‘suspended, while re- 
spondent’s disbarment is sought on 
the ground that the acts therein 
alleged amount to professional] mis- 
conduct in violation of the statutes 
of this State, and on the further 
ground that such conduct on his 
part disqualified him from further 
acting as an attorney at law. 

Casts Aside Acquittal Defense. 

“Now respondent contends that 
certain of the acts alleged in effect 
charge him with the commission 
of a ‘criminal offense involving 
moral turpitude,’ * conviction of 
which is the first reason for dis- 


‘| barment named in the statute, affd 


that having been acquitted on such 
a criminal charge based on the 
same acts, such acts may not be 
charged and proved as reasons for 
his disbarment. Assuming with- 
out deciding that the indictment 
was based on the acts referred to, 
it certainly does not follow that af- 
ter acquittal thereon these same 
acts may not be charged and 
proved as reasons for disbarment 
if they in fact show that respon- 
dent is unfit to continue in the 
practice of law. The great weight 
of authority is that statutory 
grounds of disbarment are not ex- 
clusive. (A list of authorities fol- 
lows.) 

“Furthermore, we can think of 
no good reason why any misbe- 
havior by respondent ‘in his pro- 
fessional capacity,’ even though it 
reach the gravity of a ‘criminal of- 
fense involving moral turpitude,’ 
is not a proper matter for investi- 
gation and disbarment as ‘a mis- 
demeanor and malpractice in his 
professional capacity.’ 

“Long ago the St. Louis Court of 
Appeals very sensibly held that the 
words ‘misdemeanor in his profes- 
sional capacity,’ in the Missouri 
statute as to attorneys-at-law, are 
not used in the technical sense of 
offenses punishable by fine and im- 
prisonment in jail, but as the equiv- 
alent of professional misbehavior. 
};Criminal conviction of the graver 
offense is sufficient reason for dis- 
barment without aqther investiga- 
tion or determination, because the 
retention as an officer of the 
Court of one so convicted would be 
inimical to the public confidence 
and esteem so essential to courts 
in the efficient administration of 
justice. 

“On the other hand, though for 
one reason or another such crim- 
inal proceeding results in an ac- 
quittal, the acts charged may be a 
proper matter for investigation and 
disbarment under other provisions 
of the statue or independent of the 
reasons named in the statute. 

“It is true that by a bare major- 
ity this court once held, in constru- 
ing a statute then in force, that ‘it 
was never contemplated that the 
court .before which the disbarment 
proceedings were pending should 
ascertain the facts in a case where 
the charges reached the gravity of 
indictable offenses,’ and that the 
record from the court having 
charge of the criminal proceedings 
was binding upon the court hearing 
the disbarment proceedings whether 
it showed acquittal or conviction. 
(State ex rel. Selleck vs. Reynolds, 
252 Mo. 369, 383, 158 S. W. 671). 

“The fallacy of this majority hold- 
ing was clearly indicated in two 
dissenting opinions. As heretofore 
stated, disbarment fs not a crim- 
inal proceeding. Its purpose is’ not 
to punish but to ascertain those 
whose conduct has demonstrated 
their unfitness to practice law and 
to deprive them of their previously 
acquired right to serve as officers 
of the court, and the inquiry is not 
limited to conduct in the presence 
of the court or to matters connect- 
ed with a case in court. Any statu- 
tory enactment undertaking to 
make an acquittal in a criminal 
prosecution a bar to such an in- 
vestigation would be, as heretofore, 
suggested, an unconstitutional en- 
croachment of the legislative upon 
the judicial department of govern- 
ment, and such is the weight of 
well reasoned authority, (List of 
authorities.) 

“A few years after the majority 
opinion in the Selleck case was 
handed down, the General Assem- 
bly removed the excuse for this ju- 
dicial aberration by repealing séc- 
tion 956 R. S. 1909 and enacting a 
new section in lieu thereof (Laws 
1919, pp. 151-3), now section 11712 
R. 8S. 1929, the pertinent ;-ovisions 
of which are as follows: 

“If the charge allege a convic- 
tion for any criminal offense in- 
volving moral turpitude, the 
court shall, on production of the 
record of such conviction, remove 
the attorney so convicted or sus- 
pend such attorney from prac 
tice for a limited time, according 
to the nature of the offense, as 
the court may deem just, and 
without further trial. If the at- 
torney be acquitted or discharged 
upon his trial, or if he be charged 
under the second, third or fourth 
clause of 11707, and appears at 
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the time fixed by court and denies 
the charges ‘preferred against 
him, or having been notified as 
required by section 11709 or 11710, 
fails to appear, the court shall 
forthwith hear the evidence offer- 


cused, and shall determine the 
matter without delay.’ 

“Counsel for respondent suggest 
that the above portion of section 
11712 which referes to the acquit- 
tal or discharge of an attorney ‘can 
be construed in only one logical, 


is, that it refers tothe acquittal or 
discharge of an attorney of some of- 
fense which does not involve moral 
turpitude.’ The legislative intent is 
too plain to admit of-any such con-’ 
structions The acquittal or dis- 
charge must be ‘upon his trial’ and 
the only trial mentioned or referred 
to in the statute is one for a ‘crim- 
inal offense involving moral turpi- 
tude, The last sentence above 
quoted obviously means as hereto- 
fere stated, that notwithstanding 
such acquittal. or discharge, evi- 
dence as to the commission of acts 
upon which the criminal . prosecu- 
tion was based may be heard and 
determined in a proceeding to re- 
move or suspend an attorney if ap- 
propriately charged either under or 
independent of the statute.”

His denial that any attack on 
Jews “was made or intended” fol- 
lowed a demand by Samuel] Unter- 
myer, lawyer, that McKee, the Re- 
covery party candidate for Mayor, 
explain. 

Untermyer said that if published 
reports of the articles, written while 
McKee was a teacher, were correct, 
they constituted a “false, distorted 
and gross libel.”

OF RAILROAD STOCK RULING 


Its Order for Sale of Pennsylvania’ 
System’s Wabash Holdings 
Was Set Aside.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—The In- 
terstate Commerce Commission was 
granted a review by the Supreme 
Court today of the decision of the 
Third Circuit Court of Appeals set- 
ting aside its order directing the 
Pennsylvania Railroad and the 
Pennsylvania Co, to divest them- 
selves of stock of the Wabash and 
of the Lehigh Valley railroads. 

In May, 1929, the commission be- 
gan proceedings to inquire into the 
acquisition of stock in the Wabash 
and the Lehigh Valley. It acted 
under the terms of the Clayton anti- 
trust act on the theory that the 
Pennsylvania Co., which acquired 
the stock, was serving as the agent 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad, and 
that in effect the railroad had ob- 
tained control of 30 per cent of the 
Lehigh Valley and 49% per cent of 
the Wabash stock. The Wabash at 
that time owned 19 per cent of che 
Lehigh Valléy. 

The complaint alleged that this 
stock ownership would substantial- 
ly lessen competition between the 
Pennsylvania and the Lehigh Val- 
ley and the Wabash railroads.

Text of Address. 

The following is the text of Presi. 
dent Roosevelt’s address: 

“I have spoken on several occa. 
sions of the vital importance to our 
country that private charity in al! 
that broad term covers, must be 
kept up at least to the levels, ang 
I hope even beyond the levels. of 
former years. 

“At this opening of the four 
weeks’ 1933 mobilization for hyp. 
man needs, I want not only to 
reaffirm what I have said before, 
but to stress the fact that the fine 
teamwork in the recovery program 
cannot be successful if an impor- 
tant horse is lying back in the 
traces. 

“It is true that I have declared 
that Government must not let any 
one starve this winter; but at the 
same time this policy is predicat- 
ed on the assumption that the indi- 
vidual American citizen will con- 
tinue to do his and her part, even 
more unselfishly than in the past. 

“Let me stress that a great many 
people will still need the help of re- 
lief agencies this winter. It is true 
that because of a partial,, but I be- 
ileve a steadily growing, re-employ- 
ment of the unemployed, many fam 
ilies and many individuals hav@ 
been taken off the local relief rolls. 

“But, on the other hand, the needs 
of those who are still on the rolls is 
proportionately greater than it was 
before, and, in addition to the work 
of direct relief, it is necessary for 
us to continue our support of the 
permanent hospital and welfare 
services that exist in every county 
and in most communities. 

“A number—I am glad to say a 
small number—of people have writ- 
ten to me to express the thought 
that all relief work should be taken 
over by the Government, and have 
intimated that they would not feel 
any duty this year to subscribe to 
local relief or local charity. 

“These people have a_ wholly 
wrong slant on the fundamental 
basis of our American civilization.

These services existed long before 
the depression; thcy will exist long 
after the depression is over. 

“I ask every citizen to give his or 
her support to the community 
chests and to other organizations 
that raise funds for the regular wel-» 
fare services—bodies which express 
the instincts of charity, of human- 
ity and of neighborliness. They 4ré 
an essential to the whole American 
scheme of life.

W. Kassebaum Jr., regional inspec- 


tration, said that more than 200 
projects utilizing Federal funds are 
under way 
Missouri, Oklahoma and Arkansas.

CHECK-UP ORDERED 
ON BROKERS’ LOSSES 


Bureau of Internal Revenue to 
Investigate Validity of 
Claims. 


By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—The 
Bureau of Internal Revenue today 
announced plans for a checkup of 
brokerage accounts to determine 
the validity of claims for losses in 
the last few years. 

Forms have been printed on 
which brokers will be required to 
“render correct returns showing 
the names of customers for whom 
such person has transacted any 
business, with such details as to 
profits, losses or other information 
as will enable the commissioner (of 
internal revenue) to determine 
whether all income tax due on 
profits or gains of such customers 
has been paid.” 

The statement continued: 

“The commissioner feels that, due 
to the wide fluctuations of the 
market during the several years in- 
dicated above there were probably 
many transactions which were not 
properly reported in the income 
tax returns; and that because of 
the fact that certain individuals 
have taken advantage of the oppor- 


tunity through sales that have a/ 


fictitious character as between 
husband and wife or between a 
taxpayer and an individual in close 
relationship to him, to distort tax- 
able income through claims of 
losses that have no basis in fact, 
it is particularly appropriate this 
year to invoke the authority con- 
ferred upon him by the acts men- 
tioned above (the revenue laws of 
1928 and 1932). 

“The undertaking is one of con- 
siderable magnitude and one which 
will necessitate much § additional 
work on the part of the bureau 
forces. The bureau, however, feels 
that in no other manner can it 
conform to the requirements of the 
tax law which directs the commis- 
sioner to conduct examinations into 
the records of the taxpayers to de- 
termine whether or not tax sched- 
ules as filed are correct.” 


PROJECT FOR JERSEY COUNTY 
EROSION WORKERS ANNOUNCED 


Nursery for Growing Trees to Be 
Established and Grafts From 
Trees to Be Used. 


A new project for the Jersey 
County erosion camp has been an- 


nounced for the fall and winter 
mnths by J. L. Allen, superintend- 
ent of the work. He states that a 
nursery for growing trees to be 
used, in erosion work in this sec- 
tion of the State will be established 
and grafts from hardwood trees 
such as walnut and hickory will be 
made and developed. 

Farmers of the community who 
have one or more black walnut lo- 
cust trees on their land and are 
willing to do so, will furnish seed 
for the work. The Civilian Conser- 
vation Corps will gather the seed 
and store it until spring when it 
is contemplated that a temporary 
nursery will be established. The 
black locust will be planted in 
crowded areas, guily banks and on 
soil saving dams now being con- 
structed so that by the time such 
dams have rotted away, the trees 
will be of ‘such size as to hold ero- 
sion in check.

Story of Wedding of ‘‘Nick” 
and ‘Alice’? Published in 
Utah in 1900. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—Aa 


Ogden (Utah) newspaper of Feb. 
17, 1906, chronicling the wedding of 
Alice Roosevelt and Nicholas Long- 
worth, printed in its entirety on 
the finest linen and bound at the 
edges in silk, is temporarily in the 
Rare Book Room of the Library of 
Congress. 

The library doesn’t own the news- 
paper. It was brought to V. Volta 
Parma, Rare Book Room director, 
by a woman. who, having received 


it from C. M. Jackson, the editor, 
wanted to know just how rare it 
was. 

Parma said today that as far us 
he has been able to find out, this 
particular print is unique. Never 
to his knowledge was another com- 
plete newspaper printed on cloth. 
And only one such copy was made. 

In other ways also, the account 
is rare. A personal friend of both 
the late Theodore Roosevelt and 
the late Nicholas Longworth, the 
editor, Jackson, took the liberty to 
chronicling the nuptials in a breezy 
Western way that was in marked 
contrast to the more conventional 
accounts in the Eastern papers. 


In Breezy Western Style. 


Up in the “left ear” box, instead 
of the weather report, was the 
word “Nick,” an din the opposite 
box was the word “Alice.” 

Over the twin two-column front 
page cuts was the four-column head, 
“Alice and Nick Are Now One,” 
and below wap the cut line, “Two 
sotils with bu single thought, two 
hearts that beat as one.” 

The well-written story did not 
stop with the dazzling immediate 
faets, but also furnished ‘“back- 
ground,” such as: 

“It is asserted that Miss Roose- 
velt said ‘no’ to his wooing at least 
a dozen times.. She told him at a 
theater one night, in the presence 
of a box party, that she hated bald- 
headed men. He grinned good-na- 
turedly and remarked that his fu- 
ture wife would be cneyie: to pull 
his locks. 

“It is said that he finally gained 
her consent to his suit while they 
were visiting the Imperial Palace 
at Pekin. As they entered the por- 
tal of the Emperor’s home he asked 
her for the thirteenth time, ‘Will 
you be my wife?’ and she_ replied, 
I'll give you an answer before we 
leave this ‘building.’ ”

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HE time has come when the intelligence of the 

country must speak its mind on the question of 

currency inflation, and speak it forcibly. It can 
no longer, it seems to this newspaper, stand by and per- 
mit the impression to gain ground in Washington that 
the Pittmans, the Thomases, the Bankheads and others 
of their kind are representative of the responsible and 
thinking mass of opinion in the nation. 

There can be no question that those who understand 

: monetary matters and who are familiar with the history 
of previous experiments in currency inflation are irre- 
concilably opposed to subjecting the country to the 
grave dangers inherent in these fatuous proposals. Un- 
like the inflationists, however, this great body of thought- 
ful citizens lacks, at the present time, the leadership and 
the organization that are essential if it hopes successfully 
to combat the uninformed but highly articulate propa- 
ganda of those who would resort to the printing press. 

Any counter-movement launched against-the infla- 
tionists should be non-partisan politically and should 
have leadership in which people could place confidence. 
Its objectives should be two: first, to educate the public 
in the dangers and fallacies that underlie demands for 
paper money inflation; second, to organize informed 
Opinions so that the latter would make itself effectively 
felt in Washington. 

Those who do not already realize it should be made 
to understand that there is no more vicious illusion in 
the world than the illusion that a shortage of money 
can be remedied by placing an official stamp on paper 
and declaring that such paper shall have a stated value. 
During every paper-money inflation of the past, whether 
one takes the case of the French assignats, the German

currency.” The reason for this 1s, of course, that such 
paper depreciates in value much faster than the printing 
press cam produce new supplies.

It is this fallacy which 
makes paper-money inflation, as an eminent German 
authority, Dr. Peter Reinhold, has put it, “the most 
terrible thing that can happen to any civilized state.” 
But it is the record of inflation of the currency that 
its evils do not end with an accentuation of the problem 
that it is expected to remedy. In the process it works 
an inequitable and a cruel redistribution of a country’s 
wealth. As one historian has trenchantly written, “It 
leads to the absorption of the naeans of the workingman 
and the man of small fortune; it impoverishes men living 
on fixed incomes, salaries or wages, and creates on the 
ruins of this large group a small class of debauched 
speculators, the most injurious class that a nation can 
harbor—more injurious than professional criminals, 
whom the law can reach and throttle; it stimulates pro- 


duction at first, and leaves every industry prostrate after- 


ward; it breaks down the idea of thrift and develops 
social and political immorality.” 

We want no experiments of that sort in the United 
States. But there is grave danger that we may have them 
forced upon us if those who are aware of their hidden 
dangers do not make their opinions felt. Friends of 
sound money cannot afford to permit an issue fraught 
with such grave economic and social consequences to

The proposed bill would enable a 
municipality which has borrowed 
up to its constitutional limit to 
qualify for a public works loan, if 
a majority of those voting at a 
special municipa) election suppeet: 
ed a bond issue. 

Provision is made for mnuaieipalle 
ties having 75,000 population or less, 
“to borrow money and issue there- 
for negotiable bonds payable solely 
from the revenues to be derived 
from the operation,” of the project 
or extension for which the bond is 
sue is floated. 

Excludes Three Largest Cities. 

The limitation on population ex- 
cludes St. Louis, Kansas City and 
St. Joseph from the terms of the 
proposal. 

The Cannon draft allows the 
financing and construction of all 
or any public utilities in one bill. 
Under its terms, self-liquidating 
projects may be grouped with oth- 
ers from which no revenue will be 
obtained and the whole cost paid 
for from the receipts of the former. 

The suggested legislation provides 
for bonds paying a maximum of six 
per cent issued for a period not te 
exceed 30 years. Provision is made 
that the bonds shall “be payable 
serially in annual] installments be- 
ginning not later than three years” 
and extending not more than 30;

Purpose of Plan. 

The purpose of the Deposit 
Liquidation Division will be to 
stimulate and encourage liqui- 
dating agents of banks closed 
after Jan. 1, 1933, to borrow 
from the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation in order 
that funds may be made availa- 
ble to depositors as quickly as 
possible. The general intention 
is to make loans on the assets 
‘of closed banks for the benefit 
of depositors up to a maximum 
of 50 per cent of their deposits, 
inclusive of distributions here- 
tofore made. 

This does not, of course, 
mean that in a bank whose re- 
maining assets are worth , less, 
‘that the depositors will get 50 
per cent. They -vill get in such 
g@ case only their share in re- 
maining assets. It is not intend- 
ed that such distribution will be 

‘uniform but that they will be 
limited to the orderly liquida- 
tion value of assets on which 
loans can be made, reserving

Distribution of Assets. 


The object of establishing 
this deposit liquidation division

I am particularly anxious that 
this matter be handled with 
dispatch and to that end solicit 
the co-operation of all who may 
have official or other authority 
in connection with any closed 
bank. The United States Gov- 
ernment has authority over 
closed National banks and can 
‘speed up distribution in those 
banks if those directly inter- 
ested will co-operate, but the 
Government is without author- 
ity over closed State banks.

AUSTRIAN STUDENTS

Nazis Celebrate | German 
Chancellor’s Decision to 
Quit the League.

VIENNA, Oct. 16.—Austrian stu- 
dents held a riotous demonstration 
today in sympathy with Chancellor 
Hitler of Germany and his National 


Socialist party. 

The unfurling of a huge swastika 
banner at the Institute of Technol- 
ogy was the signal for a city-wide 
and country-wide demonstration st 
the universities. Smoke bombs 
were exploded while the students 
shouted “Heil Hitler” and sang 


Nazi songs. 

Police lorries were rushed tc che 
university, the Technology Insti- 
tute and the Anatomical Institute. 
The use of clubs proving ineffec- 
tive, the officers resorted to sabers 
before quiet was restored. 

The outburst of the students was 
particularly significant in view of 
the attitude encountered in official 
quarters and political circles, where 
many, although pointing out Aus- 
tria is more or less bound to the 
friendly policy of the League of 
Nations, nevertheless could wt 
suppress a private feeling of éxulta- 
tion at Germany’s decision to quit 
the e. 

roe it was pointed out in 
these quarters, Germany undeniably 
has bespoken the emotions of a 
large section of the population of 
all the defeated nations, including 
Austria. 

Rumors persisted that Hungary 
also would quit the toi ocr of pod 
tions. Newspepers featured an 
terview quoting Stephan Friedrich, 
former Hungarian Premier, that 
there was for such 2 
move, and that, while he did not 
wish to'criticise the Government's 
foreign policy, he personally would 
approve a withdrawal.

Row Over Poland’s Refusal to 
Accept England’s Candidate 
for Commissioner.

GBHPNEVA, Oct. 14.—The nomina- 
tion of a High Commissioner of the 


former German city of Danzig, pro- 
claimed the free city of Danzig 
after the World War, was causing 
such a tempest that a secref .ses- 
sion of the League Council was 
convoked for this afternoon. 

Poland refused Saturday to ac- 
cept Great Britain's candidate, 
Sean Lester, Ireland’s permanent 
delegate to the league at Geneva, 
and until recently an active mem- 
ber of the Council Committee han- 
dling the Leticia and Chaco dis- 
putes. 

It was learned that the discus- 
sion was so heated that Sir John 
Simon of Great Britain sent a note 
to President Amador that. he 
(Simon) would resign as an official 
reporter on the Danzig questions 
unless Lester were elected. 

It was reported that Poland was 
hostile to Lester because he was a 
candidate of a State affiliated with 
the British empire, preferring a 
representative of a small state. 

The commissioner is responsible 
to the League and acts as an arbi- 
ter between Danzig’s German pop- 
ulation and Poland, which has ac- 
cess to the sea through Danzig.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt announced iast 
night that approximately $1,000,C00.- 
000 would be advanced as quicxly 
as possible to depositors in closed 
banks through a deposit liquidation 
board. 

Funds will be furnished by the 
Reconstruction Finanace Corpcra- 
tion, in which a special division 
will be established, headed by C. B. 
Merriam, a corporation director, to 
make the advances. 

So that this division may work in 
close co-operation with the Treas- 
ury, the Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency and the Deposit Insurance 
Corporation, the Deposit Liquida- 
tion Board will oversee its work. 

Merriam also will head the 
liquidation board. Other members 
are to be Jesse H. Jones, chairman 
of the Reconstruction Corporation; 
Dean G. Acheson, Under-Secretary 
of the Treasury; Lewis W. Doug- 
las, director of the budget; J. F. T. 
O’Connor, Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency, and Walter J. Cummings, 
chairman of the Deposit Insurance 
Corporation. 

President Explains Object. 

A formal statement by the Presi- 
dent said the “object of estuablish- 
ing this deposit liquidation divi- 
sion and trying to stimulate the die- 
tribution of frozen bank assets is: 
First, to place money in the hands 
of depositors with the least possible 
delay, and, second, to bring about 
more orderly liquidation of the as- 
sets of closed banks; this will rre- 
vent dumping of assets at sacrifice 
prices.” 

Under the plan, the special di- 
vision will make advances on the 


imum of 50 per cent of their de- 
posits, including distributions here- 
tofore made. 

“This does not, of course, mean 
that: in a bank whose remaining as- 
sets are worth less, the depositors 
will get 50 per cent,” the President 
said.

Chairman Jones of the Recon- 
struction Corporation, told newspa- 
permen the President’s statement 
should “disabuse” the public mind 
on the amount of money that could 
be freed from closed banks. 

“Reports have mentioned the fig- 
ure at four billion dollars or five 
billion dollars,” he said. 

Special advisory and appraisal 
committees will be organized to 
speed the appraisal of closed bank 
assets where they have not already 
been made by Government agen- 
cies. These committees also will 
recommend loans. and will be re- 
cfB@ited from representative local 
bankers, business men and farm- 
ers. 

Assurance was given today by 
Jones after a meeting of the board 
today that Government agencies 
are “ready to proceed with all pos- 
sible dispatch” and that “given the 
co-operation of depositors and state 
banking authorities, there appears 
to be no reason why there should 
be any reason for undue delay.” 

Jones said committees would be 
formed in each Federal Reserve 
district to co-operate.

Foreign Minister Declares 

Denial of Equality at Ge- 
Left No Other 
Course Open. _

BERLIN, Oct. 16—Baron von 
Neurath, German Foreign Minister, 
received foreign newspaper corre- 
spondents today and discussed 
Germany’s withdrawal from the 
League of Nations and the Dis- 
armament Conference. 

In a half-hour speech to the cor- 
respondents, the Foreign Minister 
charged the British Foreign Office 
with misrepresenting Germany’s at- 
titude to Washington and renewed 
Germany’s pledges to assist in any 
project for ridding the world of the 
arms burdens provided equality for 
Germany constitutes the basis of 
such discussions. He said: 

“The cardinal question around 
which the entire politics of the 
present day turns, and concerning 
which the unequivocal answer must 
be given is: 

“Shall the division of nations into 
victors and canquished be eternal- 
izéd or is, at last, the principle tu 
receive recognition that all states 
are members with equal rights of 
the community of nations? 

“The recognition and realization 
of this principle is decisive for 
every form of international co-op- 
eration, 

“All statesmen for years have 
theoretically proclaimed this as a 
self-evident truth, but they cculd 
not bring themselves to drawing 
the necessary and practicad conse- 
quences from it. 

Answer Given at Geneva. 

“Last Saturday it became clear at 
Geneva that the German people are 
denied equality in one of the ques- 
tions supremely affecting its very 
existence, namely, national security. 

“Thereby the Powers destroyed 
the foundation on which the honest 
and truthful co-operation of na- 
tions alone is thinkable. 

“They thereby deprived Germany 
of the possibility to participate 
within the framework of the Ge- 
neva institution in discussions of 
actual international problems. 

“With an evident will to discrim- 
inate against Germany on this prin- 
ciple they violated the fundamental 
idea underlying the League of Na- 
tions and themselves gave evidence 
that they attach no importance to 
honest and real co-operation with 
Germany. 

“The German people would de- 
fame themselves and act dishonest- 
ly if, despite this condition of 
things, it attempted to keep up the 
appearance of such co-operation.” 

Cites Pledge of Equality. 

The Foreign Minister recalled 
how Germany in the summer of 
1932 withdrew from the conference 
and how the five-Power declaration 
of Dec, 11, 19382, expressly guaran- 
teed equality. 

“When we re-entered the confer- 
ence,” concluded the speaker, “we 
learned with disappointment that 
the foundations of the conference 
discussions no longer existed. 

“There was but one answer to 
make, namely, to leave the confer- 
ence. 

‘ Public opinion broad seems sur- 
prised at our reply. That is under- 
standable, since the recent negotia- 
tions were conducted confidentially, 
but the participating statesmen 
were in no wise surprised. 

“With satisfaction, I observe that 
during these last negotiations, the 
representatives of the United States 
and Italy left no effort untried to 
mediate. | 

“All the efforts, however, failed, 
on account of the efforts of the 
other Powers to erect a united front 
against Germany, to which Ger- 
many could do nothing but yield. 
This united front failed to develop.” 

Gives Views on Disarmament. 

The Foreign Minister then dével- 
oped his ideas of disarmament, 
which he said was two-fold: A re-

points made in London newspaper 
editorials regarding Germany's ac- 
tion in withdrawing from the 
League of Nations and the dis- 
armament conference are that peace 
in Europe is in no wise necessarily 
threatened, and that peoples and 
governments must keep cool heads 
and work all the more earnestly 
for peace. : 

The Times attacked Hitler for 
introducing into foreign affairs “the 
ways of a swashbuckler and a hot- 
head which answered him well in 
internal politics in Germany,” and 
referred to his declarations Sat- 
urday as “a normal culmination of 
Hitlerism.” 

The paper deprecated war talk 
and urged the Government to pub- 
lish as soon as possible “the scheme 
Germany rejected on the eve of 
its conclusion.” 

The London Post, which from the 
inception of the League of Nations 
opposed and ridiculed it and ad- 
mired: Americas refusal to join, 
said: “There is less oceasion for 
panic than for relief that so much 
humbug has been swept away. Ger- 
many’s sharp action may cveu 
work for good by Helping to put 
an end to so much pedantic non- 
sense.” 

The Telegraph said: “No grounds 
exist for the fear that peace is en- 
dangered, although the League suf- 
fered a disastrous shock. The pros- 
pect of disarmament today is no

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BACK TO BALTIMORE. 
Henry L. Mencken is to retire from the editorship 
of the American Mercury at the end of the year and 
will, it is announced, resume his old trade of writing 
books as he saunters down through the mellowing 
twilight.

Will he live to see that purple 
day? Norman Thomas keeps on telling us that 
Fascism is just around the corner, and Fascism is 
the temporary residence of the man of destiny who 
will presently move his belongings over to the im- 
perial palace. 
Well, the Mercury, as trained and gaffed and tossed 
into the periodical cockpit by Mencken, has been a 
winged creature, the stylist of the tourney, a game 
and strutting bird.

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The Philippine Indepefidence Paradox © 


After years of agitation for freedom, Philippine Legislature is about to defeat Hare- 
Hawes-Cutting law, which grants it; liberty still is desired on idealistic grounds, 
but new act is assailed as “economically indefensible”: end of free trade with 
U. S. means ruin of insular business and great decline in Government revenues.

N impassioned orator springs to the 
A rostrum. “The lying imperialistas now 

assert that you do not want your free- 
dom ... the freedom for which you and 
your fathers laid down their lives in a suc- 
cessful revolution before America ever set 
foot on the Philippines. Is it true? Have 
you forsaken the ideals of your country? Do 
you no longer wish to be free?” 

Back in the corner of his office, a tall, 
alert, handsome man says quite casually: “Of 
course, it is obvious that the acceptance of 
the Hare-Hawes-Cutting independence law 
means the entire liquidation of the sugar 
industry of the Philippine Islands within 10 
years. And that means collapse of Govern- 
ment revenue, no more money for schools 
and health service, possible disorder...” 

He is Rafael Alunan, former Secretary of 
Agriculture, and former Secretary of Fi- 
nance, who knows whence the Government’s 
income is derived. 

In the Philippine Senate, Manuel Quezon 
takes the floor. Small, dynamic, impulsive, 
idol of the masse8, he now controls the most 
powerful legislative steam-roller ever devel- 
oped in Philippine politics. 

“Of what use is a promise of independ- 
ence,” he demands, “if; before the 10 years 
of its interim have elapsed, we shall have 
been strangled out of existence? Why offer 
us independence under terms so onerous 
that it cannot possibly be sustained, even 
if we, by some means, survive until its en- 
tirely problematical oonsummation?”

As a consequence, the Philippine inde- 
pendence question becomes a vast debate of 
feeling against fact, instinct against econ- 
omics, race pride against the foreboding 
showing of national annihilation. It is little 
wonder that the Filipino leaders, them- 
selves, are confused, puzzled, distressed, 
obliged frequently to contradict themselves. 
Two years ago, Manuel Roxas stumped the 
Philippines, declaring that the islands were 
“writhing in a hell of slavery,” and that 
nothing but immediate independence wou!d 
release them. Sergio Osmena was 
Secretary Hurley that his people had had 
enough of concessions of further autonomy 
and periods of preparation, and that noth- 


Fr ing but immediate independence would an- 


ousted from their legislative positions as 
Speaker of the House and Vice-President of 
the Senate, respectively, for their insistence 
upon the acceptance of a law which pro- 
vides a 10-year interim. Roxas again 
stumped the southern islands, this time de- 
claring that immediate independence meant 
nothing but chaos and disaster, and led the 
fight in the House, unsuccessfully, against 
the traditional resolution demanding imme- 
diate independence, on the ground that it 
embarrassed the possibility of accepting the 
Hawes law. No less striking is the change 
of Quezon’s position. He has rallied strong 
support to thé banner of immediate inde- 
pendence in a powerful legislative cam- 
paign against the Hawes proposal.

The plain fact, of course, is that inde- 
pendence, as an ideal, is always desirable, 
but that any bill which s@¢s forth the con- 
crete machinery by which it is to be 
achieved will bring home, at once, the 
disadvantages, dangers and positive dis- 
aster which await such a course of action. 
The present Hare-Hawes-Cutting law is 
being defended upon emotional grounds. 
It “at least” grants independence. No 
attempt is made to defend it upon economic 
grounds, for it is economically indefensible. 

The Philippine Islands derive 65 per cent 
of the insular revenue from trade with 
the United States in four export prod- 
ucts—sugar, coconuts, hemp and tobacco. 
On the other hand, all the humanizing ser- 
vices of Government, schools, sanitation, 
public works, pensions, research and com- 
munications, are dependent upon appropria- 
tions front the insular Government. 

Under such economic conditions, any 
independence measure, with its consequent 
modification of the economic structure of 
the islands, means a curtailment of these 
services and an immediate reflection in the 
intimate life of the whole people. 

Nor has the menace of external conquest 
been entirely forgotten. The Philippines, 
onee independent, will occupy a strategic 
position in the Pacific. They will offer a 


fertile field for conquest and an admirable —

If he can maintain this 
average he will have achieved a 
total of 584 home runs when the 
curtain drops on his major league 
career. Even so, his total would 
then be lacking about 100 runs 
of equaling Ruth’s mark of 683. 

Klein, Gehrig and Simmons all 
would have to average 35 to 40 
homers and keep it up for 10 
years, to compare with the Babe’s 
wonderful achievement.

A Track Owner Complains. 
** ry ACING is rapidly becoming 
a week-end sport,” re- 
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marked a racing authority of 
many years’ experience, who is 
now connected with the promotion 
of racing at one or more tracks 
throughout the United States. 
For reasons of his own he desired 
that his name be omitted from 
any mention of what he had to 
gay. But what he said was too 
interesting to suppress. 

“While some tracks do not com- 
plain of mid-week patronage,” 
he pointed out, “nearly all the 
racing promotors of today fin” 
it -put up to them to get their 
expenses on one or two days 
of the week. Notwithstanding 
chéap admissions and almost a 
free gate in many places, the bet- 
ting public does not put much 
money through the mutuel hop- 
pers, on an average, more than 
four days out of the six. Satur- 
days and holidays, of course, are 
well attended. 

“Racing conducted honestly 
can not go forward on that alone. 
I am wondering what will happen 
if relief of some sort is not ob- 
tained, especially since so many 
more race tracks have sprung 
into existence and the possibility 
of getting high class horses from 
which to fill events has dwindled 
almost to the zero point.”

be HAT’S the remedy?” re 

plied the turfman to a 
question. “That would surprise 
you. Briefly, I would have states 
which legalize racing suppress 
the handbook or. impose a heavy 
annual license fee to keep out 
the pikers. At least this would 
give the State a revenue, even if 
it did not help racing. 

“Take a look at the racing sit- 
uation say in Illinois, where I am 
connected with a track as part 
owner and manager. In Chicago 
there are I would say not fewer 
than 20,000 handbook agents. They 
operate every day and even on 
Sunday. They are ‘found in 
cigar stores, barber shops, shoe- 
shining stands, newspaper vend- 
ing booths, ‘taverns’, restaurants, 
tailor shops—everywhere. 


“They pay commissions to men 
who turn in bets to them. Imagine 
the field they cover. They oper- 
ate in violation of the law and 
the State gets not one dollar 
of benefit from them. In fact it 
costs the State money to prose- 
cute them or to make occasional 
and fruitless raids. 


“Contrast with this the effort 
of the track promoter to live and 
keep the sport going on a clean 
basis. We have to charge admis- 
sion and the player has to pay his 
transportation to and from the 
track. In all this may cost him 
$2. : 

“But if he is just a betting man, 
the handbook saves him that $2 
by handling his bet, at no ccst 
eith-. in admission or transporta- 
tion. Imagine how much custom 
a race track loses through the 
handbook, 


Owners Bet With Handbooks. 


‘eT UT that’s not the half of it. 

The@operations of handbooks 
men keep thousands of dollars 
away from the track that would 
have been bet by horse owners. 
The handbook man says to the 
owner: ‘Why bet at the track and 
have the odds cut down on your 
horse? Bet with me. We pay 
track odds for cash over the 
counter and it won’t get back into 
the mutuel to cut down the price.’ 
That’s an argument any owner or 
big bettor’will fall for. 


“One of the most exasperating 
features about it is the fact that 
some of the bookmakers actually 
come to the track with their bank 
rolls and clients and take away 
business from the mutuels by lay- 
ing prices right at the track. 

“About the last straw was the 
case of the bookmaker who told 
his client: ‘Make your bets with 
me and then go to the track and 
watch the races run. Here’s a 
ticket and my boy will drive you 
over to the track.’ Isn't that 
enough to make anybody weep? 


“The queer part of it is that 
handbooks have been flourishing 
in every state in the Union which 
prohibits gambling and nothing 
is done about it. Millions of ille- 
gal bets are made every year 
and the states get no revenue 
from it. 

“The handbooks seem immune. 
But they pin racetracks down and 
make them pay and pay, and then 
ride the life out of them every 
time a favorite fails to win. 

“In all reason, if any state 
wants revenue, why doesn’t it 
tackie the handbook first and the 
racetrack afterwards? One’s 
against the law and the other 
tries to keep within it.”

Fullback Lilburn Ochs of the 
University City High School foot- 
ball team has been found ineligible 
under the 20-year maximum age 
rule, and the school automatically 
forfeits its County League victory 
over Ritenour, because the boy 
played in that game. 

Miss Julia B. Griswold, principal 
of Weliston High and secretary of 
the league, stated this afternoon 
that Ochs had been found ineligibte 
and that the victory of University 
City over Ritenour was wiped out. 
The board does not have to meet to 
pass on the matter of forfeiting 
the game. 

The question of Ochs’ eligibility 
came up when he failed to appear 
in last Saturday’s game against 
Webster. It was learned that while 
the school record indicated he was 
within the maximum age of 20 
years, the State birth record 
showed he was born April 24, 1913. 

Questioned about the Ochs case, 
Coach “Stub” Muhl said: 3 

Our office took a _ reasonable 
amount of precautions to see that 
no ineligible player was on our 
team, but in the case of Ochs, we 
have found more positive records 
that he is over age. 

“Ochs was a good player and has 
been for three years. He was just 
over-enthusiastic, as any high 
school football player might be. He 
turned in his suit this morning 
when it was found definitely that 
he was ineligible. 

“I am sorry the incident hap- 
pened because it puts the school 
and the player in a bad light. I 
want to say that at least 10 mem- 
bers of our squad last year had to 
be kept off this season because of 
our rigid scholastic rules and that 
ought to show we are trying to do 
the right thing.”

INAZO NITOBE, 
JAPANESE PEER, 
EDUCATOR, DIES 


Last Delegate of. Empire to 
League, Who Announced 
Withdrawal of Nation 
From Organization. 


By the Associated Press. 

VICTORIA, B. C., Oct. 16.—Dr. 
Inazo Nitobe, Japan’s last League 
of Nations representative, died in 
a hospital here last night. He was 
71 years old. 

He became ill here a month ago 
while on his way home to Japan 
from the Pacific Relations Confer- 
ence at Banff, Alta. He developed 
pnuemonia. 

A few hours before his death an 
operation was performed which in- 
volved opening the back on the 
left side to drain an abscess. 

Dr. Nitobe was one of Japan’s 
foremost public men. He was @ 
Crown member of the House of 
Peers. 

~He told the League of Nations 
that Japan had decided to quit the/ 
league, following the report of its 
commission censuring the empire 
for its invasion of Manchuria and 
creation of the State of Manchu- 
kuo. 

After representing his country at 
Geneva in 1932, he became chair- 
man of the Japan National Council 
of the Institute of Pacific Rela- 
tions. 

Dr. Nitobe, who came of an an- 
cient Samurai family, was born at 
Morioka, Japan, in 1862. His studies 
took him to the Sapporo Agricul- 
tural College, the Imperial Univer- 
city of Tokio. Johns Hopkins 
University and the Universities of 
Bonn, Halle and Berlin, Germany. 
He won the degree of master of 
arts at Johns Hopkins and that of 
doctor of philosophy at Halle. 
He taught at the Universities of 
Hokkaido, Kyoto and Tokio before 
coming to the United States as ex- 
change professor to, six universi- 
ties under the Carnegie Peace 
Foundation. He served as Under- 
Secretary-General of the League of 
Nations and represented the league 
on the International Committee of 
Intellectual Co-operation, which 
was composed of such notables 
Dr. Albert Einstein, Mme. Curie of 
France, Prof. Gilbert Murray and 
Prof. Henri Bergson. 
Dr. Nitobe was author of 16 
books in Japanese and six in En- 
glish. “Bushido, the Soul of Ja- 
pan,” which he published in 1900, 
was translated into 12 languages. 
In 1891 he married Mary Pat- 
terson Elkington, daughter of the 
late Joseph 8S. Elkington of Phila- 
delphia.

SAYS TOOHIGH SCHOOLS 
LACK FUNDS FOR YEAR 


Superintendent Lee Asserts He 
Believes Legislators Will 
Be Given Problem. 


By the Associated Press. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 16.—A 
hundred or more high schools in 
the southern part of Missouri prob- 
ably will be unable to meet their 
payrolis throughout the year unless 
additional money is forthcoming, 
according to Charles A. Lee, State 
Superintendent of Schools. 

He based this opinion, he said, on 
talks and communications received 
from various schoot superintend- 
ents and principals in that section 
of the State. 

While not giving a list of the 
schools in financial distress, he 
made public a letter received from 
William H. Jystice. Superintendent 
of Schools at Newburg, in Phelps 
County. 

“Last year our faculty worked for 
nine months and received only two 
and one-half months’ pay,” Justice 
wrote. “After teaching six and one- 
half months last year without pay, 
we are in a_ financial situation 
which makes it almost impossible 
for us to teach this year unless we 
receive our pay each month. 

“At this time we can only expect 
four months’ pay for this year. What 
attitude would the State Depart- 
ment take toward us if we should 
close school in March? Would 
State funds be released next Au- 
gust for work done this year, if we 
should close school early, with the 
local school board’s sanction, be- 
cause of insufficient funds? Would 
there be any danger of our teaching 
certificates being revoked?” 

Lee said he was urging that every 
effort be made to keep all schools 
open, at least until after the spe- 
cial session of the Legislature is 
over. He added he believed the 
Governor would present “this dis- 
tressing situation” to the lawmak- 
ers.

ROBBER-SLAYER PUT TO DEATH 


Ross King Electrocuted for Shoot- 
ing Policeman; Boy, 8, Visits 
Father in Cell. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 16.—Ross King, 
29 years old, was electrocuted in 
the Cook County Jail early today 
for the murder of Policeman Harry 
Redlich. 

As in the case of Morris Cohen, 
put to death last week for the slay- 
ing of another policeman, vain 
eleventh-hour attempts were made 
to save his life. After his wife said 
good-by to him last night, she and 
his attorney tried to find a Judge 
who would grant him an insanity 
hearing. 

King was convicted of shooting 
Redlich in the back last July 8 dur- 
ing an attempted robbery. A com- 
panion who engaged the officer in 
conversation while King fired the 
shot was sentenced to 199 years jn 
prison. He is John Bongiorno. 

There was one member of King’s 

family who did not know his fa- 
ther’s life was to be forfeited. That 
was his 8&year-old son. When the 
lad visited the jail a few days ago, 
jailers told him his father was a 
trusted employe. 
Among the 75 witnesses at the 
execution were two stepsons of Po- 
liceman Redlich, Raymond and Al- 
vin Larson, and a nephew, Edwin 
Stadelman.

$20,000 DEWEY MAUSOLEUM 
AT ARLINGTON IS SOLD 


To Be Removed to Huntington, W. 
Va.,.Cemetery for Use as 
Receiving Vault. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 16. — The 
$20,000 mausoleum in Arlington Na- 
tional Cemetery in which the body 
of Admiral George Dewey, hero of 
the battle of Manila Bay, had laid 
until removal to the crypt of Beth- 
lehem Chapel of Washington Ca- 
thedral in 1924, has been sold . 

It is being removed by the Co- 
lumbia Garden Cemetery of Hunt- 
ington, W. Va., and is to be used 
as a public receiving vault at a 
branch at Clarendon, Va. The 
mausoleum has been empty since 
the removal of Admiral Dewey’s 
body, and has been a source of wor- 
ry to the War Department because 
of its proximity to the tomb of the 
unknown soldier. 

Fearing that she would not be 
buried next to the Aamiral in 
Washington Cathedral because of 
restrictions on burials there, Mrs. 


Dewey specifically directed in her 
will that her husband's body be re- | 
turned to the mausoleum upon her | 
death.

TTICO BERNABINI, who has 
been associated with practically 
all the great opera singers of 
the past 30 years, has come to St. 
Louis to take in hand the direction 
of the chorus of 80, all local talent, 
who will support Guy Golterman’s 
presentation of well known stars 
in a season of grand opera to open 
the new Municipal] Auditorium in 
January. 

He is a fiery, temperamental Ital- 
ian, and watching him conduct a 
rehearsal, in the light of his experi- 
ence with accomplished stars, one 
wondered at his patience with this 
group of novices. Small of stature 
slight, wiry, he is keyed to high 
tension, yet he was always good- 


Inatured. So expressive is his play- 


ing, he makes the piano talk, yet 
not always succeeding with that 
medium in getting his ideas across, 
he would interrupt himself with a 
telling anecdote. 

“Let me have that first note 
again. You remind me of the child 
taking his medicine. The nurse 
said, ‘Swallow the first mouthful 
and the second dose will not be so 
bitter. And the child said, ‘Then 
let me take the second dose first.’” 
Or, despairing of the piano to ex- 
press himself, he would use his 
hands.

there for two years. The Chicago 
Opera, to which I gave 14 years, 
just now is a failure for want of 
support. The Metropolitan is not 
American. The operas are those of 
foreign composers, the singers for- 
eign born or foreign trained. There 
is little or no chance for native- 
born, native-trained singers. Nat- 
urally people do not want. to pay 
$5 to $7 a seat for debuts. ‘You 
have not big artists in America be- 
cause you have not the places where 
they may be proved and get expe-i- 
ence. To have American opera you 
must have many, Many small thea- 
ters. In Europe all opera singers 
start in a little way, in their home 
towns, all of which have opera com- 
panies. If you start in a small field 
as we now are starting in St. Louis, 
little by little you grow up. It is a 
desert, musically, America. But 
see what you do with your deserts. 
Do you know Salt Lake City? Noth- 
ing grew there. It all had to be. 
planted, a tree here, a tree there. 
Now it is like a city in forest. It 
takes long, but we can begin to sow 
the seed. | 

“When you have more theaters 
you will have more singers, more 
composers, and after a while, some 
time will come a personality so big, 
you will have opera which will in- 
terpret the American spirit. Just 
how, I do not know. Each coun- 
try’s opera is influenced by the old 
traditions which originated in Italy, 
where opera was born, but each has 
its individual character. German 
opera is heavy, robust, virile. 
French opera is light and sweet. 
That of the Latin countries re- 
mains passionate. And so Amer- 
ican opera will reflect the character 
of the people.” 

“In jazz tempo, perhaps,” it was 
suggested. He hoped not. Jazz he 
characterized impatiently as only 
dissonance and noise. And the new 
futurism in music he lamented as 
pervading all music to the exclu- 
sion of national feeling. 

“It may be long, long before the 
outstanding American composer ap- 
pears. Many will be chosen and 
many discarded. How few operas 
have survived among all that have 
been written in Europe. Rossini 
wrote 170 operas, yet he is known 
for but one. Verdi wrote 36; he is 
remembered for but two or three. 
Wagner wrote how many? Only a 


voice of a candidate for grand opera. 


few are still going. Faust’—— he 
enumerated a dozen or more com- 
posers who had attempted music 
suitable to this incomparable li- 
bretto. “Yet we known only Gou- 
nod’s. It will be long, but eventual- 
ly we will get opera in this country 
which is truly American in charac- 
ter.” 

“T should think the first difficul- 
ty would be getting people to like 
grand opera at all,” his interview- 
er suggested. “Plainly, since peo- 
ple do not support it, they prefer 
something else.” 

“That is because,” he answered 
confidently, “they do not know 
opera. They are not familiar with 
it. You cannot expect people to 
like something they do not know. 
It is as if you asked them if they 
liked something to eat which they 
never had tasted.” 


ERNABINI dates everybody in 
Bovera from Caruso. Before Ca- 

ruso there was none so_ great. 
Since Caruso there is none _ s0 
great. 

“He was the embodiment of the 
great voice and the great soul. His 
character was consistent with his 
singing. Many singers are _ good, 
but small in comparison to Caruso.” 
Anecdotes occurred to him. 

“In Buenos Aires, San Marco who 
was to sing Pagliacci was ill. He 
could sing the lighter parts of the 
role but not the heavy prologue. 
Caruso stepped into the breach. ‘I 
will sing the prologue, then you go 
on with the rest of your part,’ he 
suggested. So he did. The audi- 
ence, not expecting to hear Caru- 
so, of course went wild. And so the 
evening was saved not only for the 
audience but for San Marco. 

“And how he used to keep us in 
good humor. One day I came to 
rehearsal and everything went 
wrong. Everybody was mad and 
I was maddest of all. Caruso found 
a bare space on the wall.and he 
did a caricature of me. My hands 
were all this way and that. My 
hair was standing on end. It was 
so funny I had to laugh. Then we 
all laughed and then we could go 
on with the rehearsal. Needless to 
say, the boss, the owner of the 
theater has placed a glass over that 
drawing and it is preserved there 
in the Theater Colon in Buenos 
Aires today.”

Suit to disbar- Joseph G. Williams, 
former Assistant United States At- 
torney, on charges of unlawfully 
retaining more than $1900 due vari- 
ous clients, was filed in Circuit} 
Court today by the Bar Association 


of St. Louis. 

Asserting that Williams’: conduct 
constitutes “a menace to the pub- 
lic,’ the complaint asks also that he 
be compelled to show cause why he 
hould not be suspended from prac- 
tice pending hearing of the case. 

Circuit Judge Hamilton ordered) 
Williams to appear Oct. 26 and show. 
cause why he should not be sus- 
pended from practice pending final 
hearing of the case on Nov. 9. 

Williams, in a statement to Aa 
Post-Dispatch reporter, made'a gen- 
eral denial of the Bar Association's 
charges. 

In asking for his suspension “in 
the interest of public welfare,” the 
Momplaint alleges that Williams 
makes a practice of converting to 
his own use money accepted from 
clients for costs and expenses in 
connection with proceedings to save 
property. from foreclosure.” 

Numerous distressed real estate 
owners have engaged him to pro- 
tect their property under new Fed- 
eral legislation, the petition recites. 

Seven Instances Alleged, 

Seven instances in which Wil- 

liams is alleged to have withheld 
money from clients are detailed in 
the complaint. Four of them con- 
cern his representation of clients 
hoping to avert foreclosure of mort- 
gaged property under the new 
“debtors’ law” of the Federal Bank- 
ruptcy Act or seeking a Federal 
loan to protect property. The oth- 
ers relate to varying kinds of liti- 
gation in which he is charged with 
wrongful r-tention of clients’ funds 
aS long ago as 1924. : 
The first complaint is that he re- 
tained $70 given him by May Peters 
last March for costs of legal action 
to protect her property. She ad-j| 
vanced to him $100 on account of 
his fee, $90 for costs of a bank- 
Tuptcy action and $10 to make ap- 
plication for a Federal loan, accord- 
ing to the complaint. He made no 
application for a loan, it is alleged, 
and the bankruptcy suit was- dis-|' 
missed last month for failure to se-| 
re $40 costs in Bankruptcy Court. |’ 
illiams paid $30 costs in Federal 
Court. 

A similar complaint is that Louis 
F. Schultz, seeking to avert fore- 
closure of mortgaged property, ad-| 
vancéd $100 to Williams last April 
of which $65 was to cover costs of 
legal action and $35 was for a fee. 
The petition recites that Williams 
failed to file suit and the property | 
Was foreclosed last month. |
